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Thimble blends. 

Till group of smell Islands Is situated on the Connecticut 
shore, a few miles east of flew Haven. They are principally 
ledges or masses of rock, having enough soil upon them to sup¬ 
port the sickly growth of tome stunted pines. A few years ago 
they could all have been bought for a song. The great demand 
for retorts In Summer along the sound shore has utilized every 
available spot, and these gloomy Islands have not escaped. Each 
Island has a considerable value, and the owners cling to them 
and dream of future wealth and golden bonanzas. The fishing 
about the Islands Is very good, the black fish or Untog belog 
the most numerous. The oysters are grand; nothing can be 
finer. " My heart turns back ’’ to the Islands, and I feel as If “ I 
must go ” back to the silent but agreeable companion. There 
are several snug little harbors In these islands. One It called 
Kidd’s Harbor. It It about forty feet wide and a few more In 
length. The water Is deep enough for a large vessel to float. 
On either side high rocksgo up like walls. The pines bend over 
and In part shelter this retreat A vessel Is completely hidden, ex¬ 
cept from the east or west view which would look Into the har¬ 
bor. In this place Kidd Is said to have concealed his vessels 
when too closely pursued and hereabouU to have hidden many 
treasures. The Ilea are too plenty concerning that ubiquitous, 
daring and probably mythological freebooter, for me to repeat 
any. I have seen men come down to this harbor and dig along 

little beach for burled Ingots. I once secured a goodly num¬ 
ber of clams by following a “toller of the sea,” but hts labors 
were fruitless. In the Pall of the year a number of yachts come 
to these Islands, carrying sportsmen from New York, Providence 
and Intermediate ports, who have a deadly Intent upon the coot. 
This Is a very different anitnlle from the mud-hen. Mr. Forres¬ 
ter, of pious memory, deems the man that can often atop this 
bird, In full flight, when traveling with the wind, a crack shot. 
I have tried It; I did not stop the coot, but I am a witness In 
favor of the proposition. I Imagine It Is not necessary for me 
to describe the pleasures of a sail upon the yacht, the happiness 
of boon comradeship, the beauties of a sail through Long Island 
Sound,nor the fun that some one Is continually provoking In order 
“to make things move lively, you know.” It would be tantalizing 
to even refer to the good things of the table—spelt, In sailor 
talk, locker—sometimes. I pass these and consider the yacht 
In Kidd’s Harbor, with a friend's alongside, filling the whole har¬ 
bor completely, and that It Is the witching hour of 4 a. m., and 
a man crawling, feeling, dropping, tumbling from the yacht 
Into a small row boat His business Is to row (or If he has a 
rower, to sit and freeze while going) to the lffae. It is October. 
“ Darkness was upon the face of the deep." A fresh zephyr 
from the northwest smiles sweetly, as It stirs up a little “ white- 
cap ” and persuades the rower that he Is a fool for leaving the 
happy home where " household fires gleamed warm and bright,” 
and from bis Innermost soul he fervently exclaims In the touch¬ 
ing language of some great Inspired, " Oh, put me In my little 
bed.” Suddenly a wave strikes the boat just right (or wrong) 
and about a half bucket of water drenches the shivering wretch, 
and like the shipwrecked, swimming Ulysses of old, bewailing 
his fate and the anger of the gods, be exclaims In the pure dialect 
of the best Athenian, “ Ye gods, whence so much lce-bergi- 
nessl” Again he thinks of the elyslan Joy of merely being 
warm, and well knows bow he felt, who wrote, " Oh I would I 
were dead now. Or up In my bed now,” but he has put bis 
hand to the plow or oar, and be cannot turn back, especially 
with such s wind driving him off shore. He rows to the last 
Island. The line Is to run south from this |>olnt out Into the 
sound. The line by tbe way, Is formed by one boat anchoring 
near the shore and boat after boat anchoring respectively about 
eighty or a hundred yards apart, forming a line of boats, run¬ 
ning south or southeast Into the sound. These Islands form a 
projection or point Into tbe sound. On either side are bays. 
The coots fly from one hay to the other, where they feed. Some 
years stucc boats sailing over these “ beds " and men shooting at 
the coots, drove the birds Into the sound, and of course, well 
nigh spoiled the shooting on tbe line, the gunners there having 
to rely for sport upon tbe traveling birds. They of course were 
mostly tolled off by the birds feeding out In the sound. A law 
was enacted to prohibit shooting on the “ coot-beds " but I be¬ 
lieve the old time shooting has never come back. In former 
years, especially with a southwest wind, the Innermost boats had 
the best sport The south wind would drift tbe birds In their 
flight away Into the bay, and as they came to the outer point they 
would “double It” dose In. The northwest wind on the con¬ 
trary would drift the birds Into the sound, and they would pass 
south or outside of the line. I have seen a flock of birds come 
from tbe eastward, and being shot at by the Inside boat turn to 
the south (for the coot flies almost always over the water) and 
pass by one boat after another until nearly each boat hail a shot 
at the flock. 

A flock of dusky mallards, or black ducks, or a flock of broad 
(blue) bills, would on the contrary generally rise high In the air, 
and pass tbe line too high for a shot; still I have frequently seen 
both kinds of ducks killed on the line, as well as geese, red 
heads, widgeons and grey ducks. The rower, please recall, bad 
'cached the last Island; aronnd him the waves were dashing, and 
the troubled waters swept by the rocks with a dismal sound 
Alas I he thought that these “troubled waters” did not possess 
the magic power of old Betheada's pool, for they are "troubled ” 
enough to suffice for “the healing of the callous." He thought he 
would lakr (hut position, not so much for tbe thoottng as comfort 
and aafety, but another who was before, had been of like mind, 
and was ti. possession—second place was next choice—but that 
was occupied. “Though tbe ocean roar around me, yet It still 
shall bear me on,” he sweetly murmured. And as be rowed south 
he thought he must have passed a hundred (or leas) boats all 
going rapidly io (A* worts, Like the drunken man going down 
the street, who first ran Into a lamppost, then a tree, etc., and 
finally tumbled Into the gutter, with the remark, ha would rest 
until tha procession got by, our hero resolved to check his voy 
age toward Long Island, and let go his anchor. Daylight soon 
came and be found he bad anchored so that bla beat was too far 
to the south, and the next co me r would anchor Inside of him, 


and also he was ao far to the west, he would not have any shoot¬ 
ing. Tbe only thing to do was to try It over again. It requires 
considerable skill to so anchor a boat, using twsnty-flvs fathoms 
of warp, wheu a strong wind la blowing and a mill race tide run¬ 
ning, so thst It will lie In tbe desired spot. However the Bret 
thing to do wis to haul up the warp and anchor. As the rope 
came over the side of the boat, tbe water from It waa blown over 
the poor victim until he was well nigh soaked. The water waa 
cold enough to freeze the hands of a Hyperborean—for I take It, 
they were extra tough 11 But even a warp has an end and the 
grapnel) at last appeared. The next attempt waa a euccesa; 
thanks to the boat judiciously dragging before tbe “keelleg” got a 
good hold. After the warp la out the keg or buoy la thrown 
over board. This buoy holds up ths warp when the boat Is sway. 
The keg Is shout teu feet from the upper end of the rope to 
thst only this taller or a few feet of line Is taken Into the boat. 
Only the old hands know this little device. It eaves lifting the 
keg each time, and keeps much water out of the boat If any 
reader thinks, because that boat was snehored, thst It was still, I 
kndw at once he never shot on the line In a “ Nor’weeter.” One 
elde would go down, aa If It would scoop up all the water In the 
Sound, and before a person could bresthe s prayer for pardon 
hereafter, matters were reversed, end tbe side went up, as If In¬ 
tending to appesr at the throne to witness how the wretch was 
received. Suddenly the boat would ehoot to the westward, as If 
the engines of s Sound steamer were at work. Just as the passen- 
ger Imagined he was at the hesd of tbe sound, a retosslng move¬ 
ment, was Inaugurated, and tbe unfortunate dreamed of men 
drifting over the dreary waste of tbe ocean at tbe east—until sud¬ 
denly tbe warp taateru and the motion Is so speedily arrested that 
the poor wretch who Is “having fun shooting coots,” rolls Ig- 
nomlnlously from the thwart, Into the bottom of the boat, and 
the aqueous moisture therein contained. Suddanly " mark east,” 
"mark weat" Is heard, and the “ line” know a duck Is In sight 
Rousing from the recumbent position, tbe shooter sctxee his gun. 
A few dark objects are coming with the speed of light—directly 
upon him. They come! They are here 11 They have passed 111 
and like the funeral of the great soldier, not a “gun was flred." 
Again “ mark west.” This time " blzoesa.” Time Is figuratively 
taken by the forelock. The gun Is at the shoulder when the birds 
first appear. Tbe muzzle Is aimed In the water and In a brief 
fraction of a second It Is looking Into the “ abyss of heaven," a 
frantic jerk brings It part way down, when a forward jump of the 
boat sends the muzzle about two miles abaft of the ducks. They 
are passed. “ Why didn't you shoot?” yells s neighbor from the 
sontb, and he lies as he answers “ They were too far.” Bryant 
must have been s coot shooter to have written, 

“Vainly the fowler’s eye 
Might mark thy distant flight to do thee wrong, 

As darkly seen against the crimson sky, 

Thy flgnre floats along.” 

There comes another word of warning—“Mark West.” This 
time s gun must be fired even If the muzzle Is aimed at tbe bows 
of the boat. The gun Is thrown Into position, a glance along the 
barrel, a report, and mirabile (Uctu / a dead duck 1 

Quick, dow, to recover It,as It drifts rapidly to the leeward with 
wind and tide I In the haste to be off one oar Is thrust Its whole 
length well nigh under water, and what with this “crab,” and a sea 
striking the boat, rightly (or wrongly) npon the other, she very 
nearly rolls over. Now the boat Is near the duck, and tbe oars¬ 
man thinks he will gracefully “ round to” and pick him up. He 
tries It; a sudden squall drives him on, and he misses the coot 
by about elgbt feet A second attempt la more successful. He 
thrusts out his arm to secure the “ jewel” and a rising wave wets 
him to the elbow I He looks for the buoy and away up there to 
the windward It bobs up and down, and Its wet sides seem to 
laugh at tbe rower's discomfiture. After a hard pull the ex¬ 
hausted “ ducklst” madly seizes tbe " taller” and securing his 
boat, pants hla breath away, and thinks no position could be more 
horrible. More ducks come, more shots are flred, but no lucky 
one detains a coot; yet just Id shore his next neighbor to the 
North, and one of tbe yacht’s company, kills duck after duck. 
Grand old shot he Isl Year after year has be shot on the line, 
and to the old frequenters his name Is as familiar as a house¬ 
hold word. I well remember a beautiful shot he made. The 
boats had become so numerous that a second line had been 
formed about a quarter of a mile away to the northwest. 
This new line ran In a southwesterly direction. Two small grey 
coote came through this west line, and eight guns were flred 
at them, but to do purpose. Down came the two coots like 
the wind to tbe second line and chose to pass by this boat. 
Evil moment for them when they steered that course. As they 
came In good range the gun appeared; for a second It was as 
steady as the rocks npon the shore; the movement of the boat 
had no effect npon It, nor had during the day. The coots drew 
dose together, and then esme the report, as both eooti fell stone 
dead I Both tines were awaiting results and I shall never forget 
tbe hoarse hurrah that the wind bore down to us from the 
western IlDe, or the cheers that laaued from our own. But at 
last by a lucky (unlucky la better) chance our adventurer 
winged down a cool. He considered himself a good boatman 
and at once started In hot pursuit. Now a coot feeds oftentimes 
In twenty fathoms of water. That statement la enough to show 
the utility of a chase on a d«y like this; but knowledge comes 
with experience, and even then “ wisdom lingers. ” For 
skilled aa the oarsman was he soon found that much 
more wae necessary to capture a wounded coot. A half hour's 
chase, and going half way or ao to Faulkner's Island, con¬ 
vinced him that It was a vary poor kind of duck he wae pursuing, 
and he would not pick It up About noon, a forlorn apeclmen of 
humanity managed to get beck to hla moorings. A dock flew 
new tbe water between himself and neighbor. He rose to shoot, 
and to hla horror saw his neighbor had equally deadly designs on 
the duck, and had tbe gun aimed at him. Quick aa tha flash of 
the gun, well nigh, he threw himself to tha opposite side of 
hit boat, and by the action threw np the other ride as a shield. 
It waa v ell he did ao. Tha No. 1 shot ripped Into the oak 
plank, and tha yacht’s boat la still (a mm to show how those shot 
can scar. ' Of course It wae aa accident, and the man was so peni¬ 
tent and so quickly realised what be bad done, and called out: 


‘ Good God, are you hurt!” that our hero had no other recourse 
but to answer that he waa unhurt, although the escape was 
narrow. (There are some sportsmen who will not shoot at coots 
on account of this danger. The writer has a friend who was hit 
by a shot Just above the eye; one-half of an Inch was all that 
saved his eye; and another friend wae bit with three shot, one 
pausing through the forearm, and one remaining In his arm until 
hla death). Yet he nearly swamped hla boat, and appreciated the 
experience of the holy men of old, when the Master slept, “ there 
came down a storm of wind on the lake; and they were Oiled with 
water, and were In Jeopardy.” 

The charms of coot shooting for that dag were vanishing, as 
“snow-flakes In the river.” The sportsman bethought him of a 
yaght, table, locker, comrades, and a harbor, where all was peace, 
and where no freezing blast pierced to the soul, and no surging 
tides did rack the aching limbs anew. Around him was worse 
than a “ howling wilderness.” The soaked garments chafed the 
tender skin, and the benumbed fingers took no pleasure In bold¬ 
ing the gun. That gun he had guarded so well 11 Never before 
had It been rusty, nor had a spot or diacoloratton darkened the 
mirror-like Inner surface of the barrels. Now he hardly knew It, 
begrimed with powder and covered with rust. Yes, he would 
bid adieu forever to coot shooting. Wbat were Its discomforts 
that they should be borne when every field contained the quails 
and the brush concealed the partridges. Right In his sight, just 
there, on the land, away from the wet and cold he co uld 
CDjoy the companionship of his dog, the sweet communion 
with nature and the delightful excitement of hunting in 
the cover, and over the fields—so thinking ho came “to 
the haven where he would be.” There was music In the 
cabin; two gentlemen were playing their guitars, and 
strangely as It may seem one was singing "rocked In the 
cradle of the deep.” Had his voice not been so flue the rower 
could have strangled him, nor would he have been subdued by 
the sublimity of faith the words portray. But gayer songs were 
sung, and brighter music played. It must have been the music 
that Inspired. A new raiment, food and drink, and the genial 
touch of the friendly warmth could not so move him. It was the 
music; yes, the music, although like Aeneas of old, the singer 
“ brought out the wine good Aceste shad put In casks, and pre¬ 
sented to the departing heroes," and said: " Perchance here¬ 
after It will delight you to remember these things,” and more 
words of wisdom. It was the music, and our storm-tossed mari¬ 
ner has ever loved It, for on the next day he went on 
the line. The day was perfection. The wind blew a 
gentle breeze from the southwest. The coots were abundant. 
The boat was lulled to a calm repose, and vast was tbe destruc¬ 
tion of the docks. Could there be any sport that could equal the 
pleasure# of being on the water during Bueb a day, and when 
heightened with such excitement! Well may any sensible man 
ask, “ What sport cgn equal coot shooting at Thimble Islands!” 
May Apollo and Diana, guardians of sportsmen, be good to us 
and next October may we meet on the “ Line I". BLurr.

Tkb Pigeon Nesting.— Traverse City, May 3 .—Editor Chicago 
Field /-The Platte river nesting I* u thing or the past. For the past 
four or five days the birds have been leaving, mini now there are no 
more to go. 

The storm of Thursday finished breaking up what the two previous 
storms and the shooters and squabbers commenced, and I don't believo 
that 2,000 dozen young birds have escaped, out of the millions that were 
or should have been hatched. 

Tbousaud of dead squabs and unhatched eggs cover Ihe ground 
thousands more of the squabs were punched out of the nests, too small 
to market, audlelt to die ou the ground. What we uevd le a rigid law 
that can be enforced^ making a heavy penalty fqr taking a pigeon out of 
tho neat, or before It cau lly. This law i» more necessary than any 
other for the protection of the pigeons, uud from the unusually large 
amount of squahblng thut has been done at this nesting, It isllkelv that 
steps will be taken bv many of the pigeon ere themselves lo have a 
proper law passed at the next session or the legislature Said one of 
the neuters to me to day. “ This Is the first time T ever went squabbing, 
and I hope it will Ik* the last; hut 1 haveu'l caught birds enough to 
pay my expenses, was broke, and had to make a raise lo get home; M 
and this is why many others who own it to be wrong have been forced 
to it; but it ban helped to destroy tbe nesting, nevertheless. 

The stock of live birds put up has been very limited, I think 24,000 
will more than cover tbe entire amount. Of these 1 huve secured a Utile 
over 14,000; other Chicago parties, together with Phillips, of Detroit, 
dividing the balaoce, except some few yet held lu the pen here for a 
fancy price. Unless wu get the looked-for nesting si Ibrtoskey, or 
elsewhere lu this slate, the June touruameut wilt be In bad shape 
Live birds are eelliug here al 75 cents to 85 cents al the not, or $1.25 to 
$1 50 on cars, crated and fit for shipment. £. T. Martin

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JUDGES—MESSRS. J. H. WniTEHOCSK AND G. BBEW18. 

(From our Special Correspondent.) 

This club has for many years held Its Spring meeting in the 
eastern counties, and there are many reasons why It has been so 
successful In this locality. Their stakes have in past years filled 
well, but the all-aged stake this year, did uot even fill when they 
allowed more than one dog belonging to the same owner to com¬ 
pete. A few years ago there used to be a regular scramble for 
nomination In this stake, and that even when the Aged Stake 
was extended to twenty four entries, and now It has been re¬ 
duced to sixteen, and does not fill; Indeed only nine keunels 
were represented. This Is a pity, but many reasons were Bug 
gested to me, as the cause, and they were not very complimentary 
to the kenuel club or Its management, and I hope attention will 
be directed to it, to see If the cause of this paucity of entries 
cannot be removed. The Spring trials have always been re¬ 
garded with considerable interest, and since the establishment of 
the heal system It has kept up special Interest, In the running out 
of the stakes, and not created Interest alone In the final trials. 
Competitors feel satisfied now wheu they arc put out, that they 
have under the same circumstances beeu beaten by their superiors. 
It has been my pleasure to attend all the Field Trial Derby'B 
contests, and I have considered it my duty to deal rather un¬ 
sparingly with the many things that were, 1 considered, In a slip¬ 
shod state. They were first regarded In a light other than favora¬ 
ble, but most of them have been adopted, and many things have 
been Introduced that render the trials more satisfactory; hut still 
there remains a great deal that must be put right, aud the new 
set of rules adopted by the kcunel club, and printed tn your 
paper, will have to be extensively revised, but more of this 
auother time. 

It Is to be hoped for many reosous the Spring trials will be con 
tlnued, as they arc, when properly managed, of considerable ser¬ 
vice to breeders. When prises are awarded by such men as J. H 
Wbltebouse, Km;., there goes with them a weight that exceeds 
that of most, lif not any man who has figured as kennel club 
judge. I should say that so known Is he for Impartiality and 
strength of mind and honesty of purpose, coupled with the neces¬ 
sary knowledge and experience, that he would If the kennel club 
members were to put him before the coni|ietltors,recelvc more votes 
Uiao any one else, aud we trust the kennel club will prevail upon 
him tocffitUU) again. He keeps to his dogs like a real sportsman 
and Insist* Vf/O.n a trial sufficient to give evidence of a determin¬ 
ation to leave no doubt about in his mind which are the proper 
dogs to have prises. And there seemed to be no difference of 
opinion between him and bts fellow judge, Mr. G. Brewls, and a 
more suitable man to act conjointly with Mr. Brewls, I do not 
know of. 

The first stake, on the card was the sixth Field Trial Derby and 
It was run on the same ground as last year, belonging to Mr. 
Percy Brewls, and with the exception of the Horscheath estate 
there can be hut little doubt It was the most suitable for Rpring 
trials that was available by the Kennel Club. The worthy owner 
although uot always present must have a great Interest In sport¬ 
ing dogs to allow Ills estate to be used for Spring trials for so 
many consecutive years. Owing no doubt to the birds being 
nesting In the woods and fence and the bad breeding season of 
1579, game waa rather scarce, but the estate afforded sufficient 
scope to test over forty pointers and setter* that were In the first 
two stakes. Besides placing the estates at the disposal of the 
club, Mr. Brewls and bis brother are always courteous to all 
Umar who visit these trial* and they heartily deserve the beet 
Ibenka of both competitor* and spectators alike. The absence of 
Mr. Percy Brewls waa remarked and felt by many preaent Out 
of the 128 entries for the Derby but twenty-five came np to the 
draw, and only twenty-three competed. From the commence¬ 
ment of this pnppy stake I always predicted for It great success- 
1 was asked by two members of the club but year what I thought

Mars, let prise, £50; Bloom, 2d, £20; Mr. Barclay Field’s 
Beau of the Ball, setter, beat Viscount Downe’s Mars IV,pointer, 
and wins £50 as absolute best dog In the stake. 

The morning, Tuesday, April 27, was dull and cold, with a 
strong wind blowing; It gave but little proml-e of scent. We 
began punctual to time, and this waa an Improvement on past 
jearB, hut what Is wanted Is an earlier start, so that there would 
be no occasion to be groping about In the evening when birds 
arc fidgettlng about, and this and other causes make trials at 
this time of the year after 6:30 o’clock very unsatisfactory. I 
hope this will be attended to and remedied In the future. 

Day Star and Larkey. As soon as Bllpped tt was evident the 
dog had a desire for other plessure than finding game, a* he paid 
special attention to Larkey, and upon being examined the judges 
decided she was In season, and according to Rule 81 was dis¬ 
qualified. 

Fairy Queen and Dora began their work In a field of lucern. 
Queen points a brace that would not lie to her. Dora was put 
down by hand. Queen going down wind flushes aud drops. A 
hare severely tempted Dora, but she withstood the temptation; 
she was now said to Hush, but I did not see the birds. Queen 
gets a point and behave* fairly well. Dora did not drop to shot; 
bat soon after gets a fair point, whilst Queen hunted past her 
and put them up. To shot and wing, Dora drops. Iu the next 
field she proved somewhat wild, and In her wide ranging put up a 
hare, and was credited with chasing It, but I think the evidence 
was against such a decision. She certainly followed In the 
direction, but did not quicken her pace, and turned round again 
Into her beat, when hare was qnlte close to her, and this without 
checking, as she was beyond reach of whistle and voice, an un¬ 
likely thing for a puppy to do If It had Intended chasing. In¬ 
deed, far too much Is made of this In s Puppy Stake. She Is In¬ 
finitely superior In pace and style to Queen, and deserves very 
careful training, and she will do well some say. 

Mr. Llewellln’s Dashing Beauty and Viscount Downe'a Pansy. 
In a piece of wheat Beauty points, but failed to make out a hare. 
Pansy then Hushes and drops. This she repeated; she then seemed 
half Inclined to chase a bare, but thought better of It; to which 
Beauty drops. Pansy gets on birds, *Dd was not backed very 
steadily, but as Pansy kept roadlng on It was not such a draw¬ 
back to Beauty’s score as otherwise must have been. Pansy 
points a hare; It got up behind her, and also a brace 
of bird* a long way down a hollow. This was to my mind 
a doubtful point. She then In her stride rushed right over 
a hare and dropped aa If shot. The hare passed Beauty and 
to It she made her obedience, and then soon finds birds. Pansy 
comlug np took same scent; to gun both were perfect. Beauty 
getting another meritorious point, and behaving well, she won. 

Pansy Is a nice shaped bitch, but very small. She haa a 
pretty style on point, aud I* a nice goer, and will one day be a 
good setter. Her smallness of stature will keep her back In the 
sight of most men, who can but admire her In many poiuta. 

Mr. LlewelUn’t Dashing Bondhu aud Mr. Barclay Field’s Belle 
of the Ball. 

Ina piece of barley Bondhu points twice but nothing waa found, 
hut by bla roadlng It would Indicate there bad been some very 
recently. Belle was not brought up to back although she might 
have been. The dog then finds a hare and remains steady. 
Belle flushea and waa put down. BoDdhu coming In sight hacks 
her when down. The bitch points near a fence and la again well 
I lacked. Both point foot scent of hare, and soon after both 
find a brace eech. Bondhu tan ked but Belle did not aee bl* 
point; both behaved well to shot. Belle then IIuahe* a brace 
and only dropped wheu spoken to, and Bondhu finding another 


brace wins easily I did not see Belle run at Mansfield, hut was 
told the waa not nearly herself to-day. Some good judges con¬ 
sider her better tbau Beau, her brother, the winner of the stake, 
but in this trial she was fairly beaten. 

Mr. LlewelUu’s Dashing Rnthven and Beau of the Ball. In a 
narrow field both point birds; It waa difficult to say which 
pointed them first Beau had winded them before Ruthven came 
up, but waa drawing in an undecided way. Until Ruthven came 
up and pointed to shot and wing both were perfect. 

In e field of wheat both simultaneously point and behaved 
well. Ruthven gets another point and roads them ont In rare 
style. Beau waa far from A 1 at backing this point but he eoon 
points a brace and la backed; this waa repeated and the play Ju- 
dlcatee Beau’s victory. Aa Id this trial he had only once at¬ 
tempted to back and that done Indifferently whilst Ruthven 
backed every point, and as Ruthven had not flashed or refused 
to drop I think he should have bad a further trial. If he had 
been bandied hy an old field Irisler like Mr. Buckell bis chances 
would have looked very rosy. Had subsequent trial uot proved 
to me that Beau would back aud that very well Indeed I should 
have considered this a questionable decision. There are In my 
opinion some very essential poiuta to be tested and when these 
have not been tn each dog, I do not think the 'rial satisfactory. 
Backing Is one of them. Ruthven will one day make a fine 
working setter; he Is very forward In his breaking, Indeed I 
think he has been done too much to or else he has not a natural 
dash lu ranging, but I am Inclined to the former opinion. 

For the first ties Day Star and Fairy Queen are first called up. 
The dog point* false and the bitch had to be put down by band; 
he then found a hare and remains perfectly steady. Fairy 
chares it as far aa she could see it afld although some thought 
Rev. East, the owner and worker of him, over-anxious to keep 
his dog down. I think he showed a very sensible appreciation of 
the most trying position In which his promising puppy was 
placed. Of course the dog wins this heat without a further trial. 

Dashing Beauty aud Kathleen began on a bare piece of clover. 
The last named finds a brace and Is stylishly backed. Beanty 
winds two brace but they were under a hedge, and In making 
them out flushes them. This looked bad for her chance, but Mr. 
Wbltehouse Is 1st too experienced a judge to be misled by bad 
luck; be no doubt allowed very much for the circumstance under 
which she made these mistakes. In another field Kathleen flushed 
and Beauty polDts false aud fluds a brace and Kathleen refuses to 
hack, but drops well to a passing hare. Beauty makes two other 
good poluts and Kathleen one, but she refused to back Beauty’s 
last poluts and flushed a bird and Beauty wins. 

The running of Kathleen surprised not a few that Baw her the 
week previous at Mansfield. It was thought she had not a ghost 
of a chance to beat Beauty, hut the two flushes took a lot of 
good work to wipe them off. I much question If Mr. White- 
house had not fully considered the circumstances under which 
they took place whether she would have had time allowed to 
recover her first mistakes. It must be said for T. Armstrong that 
he worked Kathleen very well, and kept her out of trouble, but 
In my opinion she does not cover enough ground, ever to be fit 
for field trial competitions. 

It was now late and all hastened aa quickly as possible to the 
several quarters, and the wsy Mr. Wbltebouse had on foot kept 
up to the dogs, surprised me, as he Is a very heavy man, and 
the walking he had to do was terrible, much of It occasioned by 
going back to get the wind. He seems to prefer walking, and 
where It Is possible to do so, It has many advantages over riding 
to dogs. 

Wednesday, April 28. The meet was at Debden Village. The 
weather was about the same as previous day. 

We began with Dashing Bondhu. Beau of the Ball; time 
1U:35. Beau points false, and Is not very well backed. Bondhu 
finds a hare and Beau a brace, and then points false. Bondhu lu 
his range put up birds, but they were behind him. He refused 
to drop, but turning round pointed steadily the warm scent, 
Beau backing him. Bondhu points false twice, and Beau back¬ 
ing and soon after pinned a brace; wins. 

There bad been lots of birds running all over this field, and 
Bondhu requires more experience before he can make use of his 
grand nose, with that advantage that will one ilav make him a 
very dangerous opponent In any stake. In the All-Aged Stake 
on ground where birds had cover lo hide In, aud bad not been 
disturbed, be did the finest piece of work during the meeting. 

Second ties. Day Star and Dashing Beauty. The Beauty 
opens the ball by dropping to a hare, and then flushed and re¬ 
fused to drop. Both point, the hitch a brace and Star false. 
Beauty steadying herself to point, the birds rose well, she was 
well hacked by the dog who next got a line point, the bird had just 
gone away. Beauty potters about on some larks, and after all 
got a steady point, and Is again hacked. She then muddled up 
a bird she should have pointed, she did this badly. Turning a bit 
willful, she refused to come when whistled to, and after her 
return they both owned scent, but neither made out game; but In 
the next turn Star made a very pn tty polut ami won. 

In this trial Beauty ran dead amiss, and was fairly beaten. 
Still I should prefer her Infinitely to Day Star, although this 
dog does credit to Rev. F.arl, and I hope he may be able to bring 
out many more like him. It will perhaps be remembered that 
the dam of Day Star was a winner of the Champion Cap at Slea¬ 
ford, some years ago. 

Beau of the Ball now gets a hye, but comes up with Day Star, 
for final tie, and In their trial. Beau made out a single bird very 
prettily, whilst Star pointed false and ran Into a brace, and when 
down he was beautifully backed. Beau now gets a flush, but the 
circumstances were against him finding. Star jiolnts a tame fowl, 
and la backed. Beau again finds, aud In crossing Star stands to 
same scent; both behaved well to wing. Star now puts up a 
lark aud chases It, and otherwise gets a bit beyond control, and 
the flag goea np for Bean, making him the winner of the first 
setter prize and Day Star second. 


RUNNINO OF POINTER I'CPPIES IN THE DERBY. 

Mr, L. Price's Whackford, and Mr. James Bishop's Bonny Lass, 
are an Ill-matched brace; the dog la big and clumsy, and requires 
more time to get together. Lass flushes aud refused to drop, and 
then points steadily twice, but the birds had gone, ttao dog hack 
Ing once fairly well, and then points, hot did not road out his 
game as one could wish, and he jumped a bit to gun. 

We now go to luncheon, provided hy Mr. Cowles, In a most 
satisfactory manner, but I am sorry to say that hot vary few sat 
down In the tent It la remarkable that more members of the 
K. C. do not attend these meetings. Many members are, It would 
appear, ouly so In name. Resumed the running after luncheon 
As soon as slipped the bitch, Bonny points a single bird, and I* 
Indifferently backed and wins. Sbs Is a good-looking pointer, 
and one day will be very useful bitch. She la not a flyer, but 
has quite sufficient pace for any sporting purpose, all she want* 
Is more work, but It mutt be remembered that Mr. James Blehop 
haa bad his bands full of good puppies this year, and no doubt 
to the beat Beau of the Ball and Belle he gave his best attention 

Mr. James Bishop’s Bray Lad scores a win without a trial, as 
the sporting doc and Field Trial Company's Flash was absent, 
to Mr. Geo. rUklngton's Laurel, and Mr. Bulled’* Samho are 
called up, and this trial waa the worst during the meeting, 'that 
I la, to far aa Sambo waa concerned. Wheu Laurel gut a point be 
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west put her Id the moat determined manner, and tbU he 
reputed, end of coaree »u put oat, but although It gate 
Laurel a win. I have no doubt about It, U wu the cause of her 
acting bo badly In her subsequent heat with Bloom. 

Mr. L. Price’s Magadan and Viscount Downe’a Mars IV. This 
brace begun with a splendid double point, and behaved well to 
shot and wing, but It soon wu evident that Mr. Price’s dog wu 
not In form to do much, u be seemed to wander about, and wu 
taken up by hie keeper, and declared beaten. I should have 
given him a further Mai, u often a big, over-grown puppy recov¬ 
ers bis ranging after he hu hunted a little time, but such a dog 
had no chance of wlunlng so It did not matter In the least. 

Mr. Barclay Field’s Blanche and Mr. T. Statler’s Peach. Peach 
began by flushing a single bird and a brace, and when dropped 
to wing wu well backed. Blanche then gets on point but no 
game wu found, and Peach bad to be puldown by band, and tbe 
keeper thought beet to draw her. She Is a very pretty pointer, 
sod will make a good oue, I should say. 

Mr. Barclay Field’s Bloom against 8lr Tbomu Leonard's Shel¬ 
drake. 8lr Tbomu' dog Hrst points false then flushes and did 
not drop, but sood makes It clear be Is free from cbulng her. 
Be again poluts false and then a brace, and both these points 
were well backed. Bloom finds twice and Is to gun and wing 
very well broken. Sheldrake did not back, and Bloom wins 
with any amount In band. If she could have kept up this 
form there can be no doubt about It she would have run through 
t.be pointer division of this Btake. She Is a flue mover and good 
looking, and well broken, but In her rounds with Laurel and 
Mars, she seemed to be quite out of sort, u she then flushed 
badly several times. 

Mr. T. Statter's Pax having a bye lands us at once through the 
card, aud u per rule he takes his place In the next round tbe 
beginning of tbe Hrst ties with Bonny Lass. The work of this 
brace wu bad throughout, Bonny doing very poorly, Indeed, and 
finished up by taking a point from Pax, and flushing the birds 
and refuslug to drop to them, so Pax won. He hu excellent 
style and Is a handsome dog, but carries bis tall when hunting 
too high to look well. 

Laurel and Brave Lad. The bitch gets a point; tbe dog runs 
In, takes her point, and the keeper, not being near euough to 
steady her, she could not staud the Lad's impudence, and she put 
up the birds and chased them. She then refused to back a point, 
and well she might, after this treatment, and then she returned 
this compliment by taklug away hts point; but by getting a good 
point and behaving steadily, It wu decided she had won. This 
wu a poor trial, but u Laurel had such severe provocation to be¬ 
gin with, she must be excused. Never wu there a more direct 
Illustration of the proverb “ Evil communications corrupt good 
manners." I like Laurel very much, aud one day I think she 
will make a clinker; she has that beautiful style of going that la 
so very apparent lu Mr. Pllkl gton's dogs. I wish her better 
luck next time, u she deserves it, and lu the bands of such a 
a breaker there Is no fear for her future. 

Mars IV and Blanche next try conclusions. Mars points false, 
then a brace. The bitch did not see these poinls, hut soon points, 
but could not make them out, aud In runnlug In flushed them. 
Mars points warm scent, and Blanche backs and soou after Hnds 
birds. Mars now follows a hare a few yards, then Blanche 
points false and Mars a brace, and Is beautifully backed. Blanche 
still falls to make sure of what she was pointing, allowed Mars 
time to pat In to his score a good point, and this makes him 
win. 

This trial was not much to tbe credit of either dog, but it must 
be remembered tbe puppy that chased a few yards la only nine 
months old, and lack of nose Is a natural defect, whilst tbe fault, 
he committed was only a matter of breaking. 

Btooiu now gels a bye and sooresa win, and we begin the second 
ties with Laurel and Bloom. Laurel points, Bloom crossing nearer 
game finds them. Bishop, tbe handler of Bloom, drew his bitch on 
and many credited him with endeavoring to claim tbe point. 
This was not so. It was the doggy knowledge Nichols possessed, 
who was working Laurel, that did not wish his bitch to be drawn 
past, as tbe previous trials had done enough to ruin her 
backing for days to come, and be did not want to add 
to the evil. However, Laurel soon flushes and then poiuta 
false. Bloom backs this point and soon found a brace, 
and Laurel refuses to back. This was squared by Bloom 
doing so twice over, but Laurel put herself out by finding 
birds, first standing them a few seconds, puts them up and chases 
aud gives tongue. She had hard luck throughout, and to make 
matters worse she was run out of her turn with a wrong dog. 

Mars and Pax now go down. They both point same scent, but 
fall to make out tbelr game. The birds were put up soon after¬ 
ward. Pax stands In grand style on this point; he next flushes 
aud points false, and Mars wins. This was not much of a trial, 
and considering tbe style of going on one point of Pax, I should 
have felt Inclined to continue It until he had done either better or 
worse, but I suppose his previous performances were fresh In tbe 
memory of the judge. He Is a credit to his sire, Faust. 

Bloom aud Mars IV uow go down to see which Is to have the 
credit of having first pointer honors In the Field Trial Derby. 
They both point runulng birds. Mars was in front, and Bloom 
left ber point and went right past Mars and hunted out scent; 
she then stands, barks and flushed a single bird, and Mars finding 
a brace and behaving remarkably steady, which point Bloom did 
not hack at all well. The first prise went to Mars IV and second 
to Bloom. 

It may lie thought that thla waa a poor beat for final, but there 
1s do doubt about It. Bloom was not In ber usual form, or Bhe 
would have rendered a very different account of herself. I 
Inquired of a reliable judge as to ber doing at Mansfield, aud I 
feel sure that It was (mm being out of aorta that she did not do 
better. As for Mars why he certainly la a very nice puppy of hts 
age Of the winner in tbe several stakes I shall In a future 
number have something to say. 

Mars and Beau of the Ball are called up to see which Is to be 
the absolute winner of tbe combined stoke. It wu considerable 
odds on Beau, and be began like winning by finding a brace and 
a bare a great distance off, and wu well backed. Mars got s 
bit out of his Istttude, ind In returning down wind flushed a 
brace. The setter finds a single bird. Mars at first backs then 
moves on, and hunts up the bird, and Beau acting admirably, the 
decision wu In his favor, and rightly ao. 

It being now quite late, far too late to bare a satisfactory 
trial, and Mr. Buckell and Armstrong, not dealring to go on, It 
wu decided to begin the all-aged stake on Thursday morning. 

It will be seen two days were token np to decide the first stake, 
bnt It wu time well employed, and I think It far better to make 
trials too long than to be ao abort u not to afford a satisfactory 
test.

Mr. Llewellln’s Novel and Vlacount Downes Sam III were first 
on the card. Novel gets one point. Tito dog being close to ber 
stands same scent; Novel being jnst before Sam she had aright 
to make out the game; she failed to do so. Sam, of course, 
when she went on, resumed his hunting. The birds were quite 
close to the dogs snd laid like stones. In the next field grass 
Novel flushes a brace; It looked bad for her chance of winning. 
Sam now points, but kept moving on until the birds rose. In 
this piece of work he either acted Jealous or headstrong, as be 
certainly had fairly winded to bird. This point wu splendidly 
backed. Novel again points no game and Is backed. 

In a very large field of clover, giving ample scope for tbe dogs 
to trial their ranging powers, Novel finds two hares and a single 
bird, whilst Sam flushes and once refused to back, aud Novel 
won. 

If Sam had stood well his first birds be would have wou this 
trial. 

This brace were well matched for pace and good ranging. For 
the first two fields Sam held hts own well, and he Is a really good 
setter. I cannot quite understand how he falls off In pace after 
he lias had a good “ breather," u his chest, although a bit wider, 
Is very deep. He Is a large dog, bas plenty of length, bone, and 
substance, and has an excellent nose. A dog like this wants a 
great deal of preparatory exercise. 

Major Platt’s Taffy and 8portlng Dog A Field Trial Company’s 
Bounce 

Bounce begins by chulng a leveret u far as he could see It; 
then refuses to back, flushes a brace and a single bird, and re¬ 
fused to drop, and Taffy wins; but be was going as slow u any 
old mao bad with tbe gout; but his owner said that this wu from 
being stiff, having taken cold since leaving borne; but I don’t 
suppose I shall see any more of Taffy at field trials. 

Mr. Llewellin’s puppy, Dashing Bonrlbu, and Mr. G. de Landre 
Macdona’s Ranger are next on the scene. The old dog started 
by rushing right into tbe middle of a large field, leaving some 
twenty acres unbeaten; he flushes, refuses to drop, goes over a 
ditch and leaves clover to hunt In bare fallow. During this time 
1 Bondhu finds birds, Ranger returning points false, and Is beauti¬ 
fully backed. The old dog again flushes and does not drop, and 
the flag goes up for Boudhu. During this trial he ran a smart 
dog; he went quite as fut u Ranger, and exhibited that system¬ 
atic ranging of his ground that wu so remarkable In bis sire 
Dash II. 

E. Bishop, the trainer of Ranger, wu woefully disappointed In 
this trial, he saw the wretched form he ran In, and admitted he 
was « ell beaten, bnt some how he managed to get the old dog 
round sufficient to be able to beat the six dogs that were en¬ 
tered for the club cup, but they were a very Indifferent lot. 

Mr. W. Lort’s Nuo, and Mr. Barclay Field’s Riot. I need not 
meDtlon this beat further than to say that poor old Nuo started 
beaten. He wu mangy and foot-sore, and wholly out of form, 
and one point to Riot settled the farce I can quite understand a 
dog being drawn when he suddenly goes amiss,but this dog bad evi¬ 
dently been so a long time I must presume that Mr. Lort did 
not know the state he wu In. He Is a good pointer, and there 
Is plenty of work In him yet. He ran at Horsebeatb a few years 
ago. A really good dog. 

Mr. James E. Platt’s Roy, and Mr. Lloyd Price's Bow Bella 
Roy wu not up to time, aud wu disqualified according to rule. 
Viscount Downe’s Bang II gets a bye, and Novel and Dan, set¬ 
ters, go down to begin the first ties. The dog point* false, the 
bitch finds, the dog runs up to her and wu put down. Novel 
points a lark, Don flushes a single bird, and coming In sight 
backs the false point. Both point a hare the same Instant, and 
thla point wu token under very difficult circumstances, being 
right near the fence. Don now gets a splendid point, and re¬ 
mains very steady, but In the next field he refused to back, 
went put Novel, and hunted out tbe scent, the bitch putting 
up with this shameful piece of work with admirable steadiness. 
It wu enough to upset any dog’s temper, but she wu equal to 
the occasion. 

Bondhu and Taffy. Mr. Llewellln’a dog makes out a brace In 
great form, and wu lucked In hla effort*. Bondhu again making 
out birds, they rose well and robbed him of hla due. Taffy got 
a good point, but he wu only going very alow Indeed, and no 
hope of winning could be entertained; to settle matters he points 
false, and his opponent finding birds a long distance off, but 
these too rou wild, but It wu a fair point, and the Judge ordered 
his flag to be put up. 

Bang II, and Riot (pointers). Bang begins by pointing, but be 
failed to make out gams, snd then false pointed and flushed, and 
Riot baching well, also found a brace and a hare, and Bang did not 
back the lut point, ao Riot won. Bang had not bad time to set¬ 
tle to his work or no doubt be would have rendered a very differ¬ 
ent account of himself, It wu a fair decision on the work done. 

Secoud ties Novel (setter), Riot (pointer). As *oen ss started 
Riot gets a point quite near her breaker. Novel did not back, 
hut soon found a brace end Is becked, end Riot flushing end 
Novel finding In grand style, she wine. This wu e near thing, 
bnt Novel’s pace wonld always allow her far tbe beet chances of 
finding game. 

Bondhu (utter), Bow Bells (pointer). The utter points, the 
birds hid run np a furrow. Bow croesea their line nearer to 
them and she finds them. Bondhn egeln points and la backed 
very stylishly. Bow points, falls to make out her game. Bondhu 
cornu up. end after the pointer had left them,makes them oat very 
cleverly; he wu not very ateadllj backed. In a (mall Held with 
a fold of sheep In It, both point some birds, but Bondhu Juat first, 
bnt there wu not much appreciable difference In the time, bnt 
Boodhn found them twenty yards further off than Bow Bells, and 
the Judges gave tbelr verdict In favor of Mr Llewellln's puppy, 
and Id thla trial he showed excellent form; be had not made a 


mistake, but what la more, he bad doue ell that could be expected, 
and doue It well. As tbe ouly two left In were both Mr. Llewel' 
Hu's dogs, be preferred not to run It off, so he divided, making 
two dogs equal first, and taking first aud second prize money. 

Bow Bells and Riot should uow have gone down for third and 
fourth, but somehow they did not, so we place them u equal 
third and fourth. 

Thus ended the all-aged stake, and the order of running was 
wretchedly muddied, but tbls was the fault of the stewards; but 
as It Is said, “ all’s well that euds well," I will not further com 
ment upon It. This stake was not stroog lu good dogs; at least, 
I bad not the pleasure of witnessing many brilliant performances, 
Bondbu's trial with Bow Bells being out and out tbe beat of any¬ 
thing done In tbe stake. 

We adjourned for lUDcbeon, arid this being over, Mr. Edward 
Armstrong proposed tbe health of the judges and the owners of 
the estates upon>blch the trials were held. Mr. Brewls, In be¬ 
half of the Judges, responded, and said: “ I am sure Mr. Arm¬ 
strong has taken me quite by surprise, but although not a speaker, 
1 must say I have, on behalf of Mr. Wtiitehouse and myself, great 
pleasure In saying that we are much pleased to find that our 
efforts to give fair and Impartial decisions have been duly appre¬ 
ciated by the competitors. Wc, of course, want to pleaae every¬ 
body, but It la Impossible for us to give prizes to all. In every case 
where there baa been the slightest doubt we have thought best to 
extend tbe trial, and although this ha* taken up a little more of 
your time than usual, we have by doing so only been actuated by 
a desire to satisfy our consciences that we were giving decisions 
with which hereafter we should have no misgivings, and by so 
doing discharge our duties faithfully to every competitor. We 
have, 1 am proud to say, received the greatest kindness and con¬ 
sideration from all connected with these field trials, and hope to 
have the pleasure of meeting all again another year." This was 
received with cheers. 

We now go on with the Club Challenge Cup stake. First 
prize, Cup,lvalue £90, with ao optional sweepstake of £10 £5. or 
£3 for all aged pointers or setters, the winner to receive In pro¬ 
portion to his stake and to keep the cup for one year. The cup 
to be won three times by one member (not necessarily In success¬ 
ive years or by tbe same dog) before becoming his absolute prop¬ 
erty. Open to members of tbe Kennel Club ouly. 

In this stake only six dogs competed.

Roy and Riot. Both began slow. Roy soon flushed and quickly 
repeats this fault, but dropped well to wing. Riot points on 
warm scent, and Roy points false twice and then finds a bird, 
and Is well backed each time. Riot now flushes and does not 
drop which Roy does, both having worked at a trotting pace were 
ordered up for a rest, when they go down, again both did little 
but false point and back each other. Riot llushed a brace and 
dropped to a bare, and Roy flushes, and the flag goes up for 
Riot, but really they bad done very badly, and there was not a 
pin to choose between them. 

Mr. Macdona’s Ranger, and 8lr T. Lennard's Priam. Priam 
got on birds and stood In grand form. Ranger steadying himself 
to point goes on and muddles np tbe birds and does not drop. 
Both running wildly flushed a pheasant to which only Rauger 
drops; he next points false and Is backed; soon after he In his 
usual style run right away to the bottom of the field and Bishop 
claimed a point, but I believe It was not allowed as tbe dog was 
beyond any reasonable range. Priam now flashes, and Ranger 
gets a point and is backed indifferently, and Ranger wine. 

Major Platt’s Darkle, and Mr. Joe Platt’s Don. These dogs 
were banted by tbe same breaker, aod II was soon evident which 
he Intended should win, but they liad a fair trial as far as could 
be under the circumstances. Darkle points false and then dropB 
to wild birds. Don get* on scent and Is beautifully backed. He 
then finds again but when birds rose he was not steady to them; 
a double point; It proves false. Darkle then flushes and drops 
and then gets a brace through the fence, aud Is well hacked. 
Don points false, and Darkle refused to back. Darkle get* too 
near.a brace and put* them up, and soon after points a brace 
steadily, hut Don here went quite past and pat up the birds, 
and Darkle wins. 

Darkle ran the trial In very poor form. He Is quite a different 
dog at his work from what he was last year. Don displayed an 
excellent nose, hut missed a fair handling. He has something 
the matter with his hind quarters which makes him travel lu 
queer form. As a brace for shooting purposes they would do 
well. 

First ties. Riot and Ranger. Riot Is first fluder. but quickly 
following this, Ranger points false and then a brace and I* well 
backed. Riot get* on a hare and Ranger made three false points 
and Is backed tbe last point. Riot did not see the first two. 
Ranger gets a doubtful point, and Riot steadying him to back 
get* on a brace, and behaves well. It was now getting dark and 
It was decided to postpone the final ties until next morning. 

FRIDAY, APRIL 30. 

By arrangement the meet was at Great Chesterford.tho residence 
of G. Brewls, Esq., aud a very pretty place It Is, surrounded by 
a park well studded with timber. Deer In the park, and nice 
terrace, and pleasure grounds makes up a home suitable for any 
English 'Squire. I bad a look round and Inspected the fox-ter¬ 
riers and had a peep at a retriever by Thorn out of Melody, as I 
beard It was to figure In our prize lots I thought I would like to 
see .what claims II bad to aspire to such position.

Special Instructions were 
given to tbe worker of Ranger that If he got away bis points 
would not be allowed and It would count against him. The old dog 
seems to take the hint that Bishop communicated to him through 
a heavy walking stick, aa after a bit of correction be pulled 
himself together, and ranged hla ground In Tory good form , lint 
all through Bishop was very cute In hla handling of the old dog, 
and by this manipulation be landed the cnp. 

From the working of Ranger and Riot It waa evident there was 
but little scent. However, Ranger managed to find a hare, and 
remained quite steady He then pointed false twice, snd was 
bscked. Riot flushes s single bln! he sbonld bsve pointed, snd 
then finds s brace; soon after he run Into a brace, but It was as 
he wsa coming down a side hUI, down wind. Ranger again 
point* false, and Is hacked. Both dogs hsd pointed out this 
field, and Bishop had whistled up Riot, but In coming In die pat

Twenty Years’ Experience! with Distemper. 

Boston, Mass. 

Editor CHICAGO Field: —I am surprised after having so 
many good remedies at hand that we are having so many deaths 
from distemper, which I think Is s disease of the past and not of 
the future. I will, therefore, with your permission, give to your 
readers the benefit of my twenty years’ experience with which I 
hsve hsd the best results, and also try to explain the disease 
from beginning to end I shall not try to quote any of the beat 
authorities on the dog, for my Idea Is that they hsve been on the 
wrong track, and that the people have at present got started In 
the right direction, but as yet do not fully understand the disease. 

In the first place, I believe that distemper arises from the bad 
effects of s sudden cold. It may be called the first severe cold 
the dog receives. Now, here Is where I shall have to contend 
with a great number of people, In that there are two distinct 
colds—s lung cold, and a bead or membranous cold, or what a 
person would call a cold In the head; but I am willing to watt for

Ranger now goes down with Darkle for final, but Darkle was 
quite off his last year’s form; one of his hocks was frightfully 
swollen, and be started stiff and slow. Ranger put his best foot 
forward as a dying effort In his master’s cause, and we hope he 
will uot run again, as In this heat he beat Darkle hollow; as to 
finish up he made three excellent points on very bare ground, 
and as the other dog had been only beating the ground that 
Ranger had left, why It was no use extending tbo trial, and the 
Judges being satisfied of this gave the award in Ranger’s favor; he 
having won It three times the cup becomes the property of Mr. 
O. de Landre Macdona. Aa Ranger has done such excellent 
service for his master, I would suggest when he goes to the happy 
hunting grounds that he should have over his grave the well 
worn words, “ SU Ubl terra levit.” 

If another Challenge Cup Is to be eetabllshed by the club, could 
not some arrangement be made to admit of It being laid open to 
the public, non-membere paying a certain entrance feel Or If 
needs be, could not a subscription be raised amongst field trialere 
and their friends to have an open Challenge Cup to be run for In 
the same stake. The beet dag If belonging to a member of K.C., 
to take both cups, and the best dog belonging to the club always 
to take the club cup. As It Is now, there la not sufficient com¬ 
petition to make the winning of It any great honor. 

1 never remember bearing so little grumbling at the decisions 
given *t a field trial; and I feel sure this must be highly satis¬ 
factory to the gentlemen who officiated. These require more 
knowledge or perception brought to bear In working out the card, 
and the rules that govern the meeting must be amended. The 
mistakes of running out of the coed were noticed, hut good tem- 
peredly put up with, but strictly speaking some dogs were made 
to run more ttmee than by right was their due. Whether this 
affected their chances I cannot say.

Principles in Breeding. 

Kennel Club, London, Eno. 

Editor Chicago Fibld; — I have read with Interest the letter 
of Breeder In your Issue of April 10. With much of It I agree, 
yet It appears to me to contain just that amount of half-truth 
which Is often more dangerous than entire error. Tour cor¬ 
respondent says; “ I do not believe In general principles In breed¬ 
ing. It Is I know a certainty that every breed, and I might 
almost esy every strain of a breed, has Its own laws, the discovery 
of which will not be much assisted by the knowledge of laws 
relating to any other breed. The knowledge that Is useful 
to a breeder Is a perfect acquaintance with all facts concern¬ 
ing the particular sort of which be Is a breeder.” Now, If your 
correspondent means that a practical knowledge of hie own 
special department Is more Important to a breeder than a general 
knowledge of the laws of reproduction, I am with him. No one 
can produce a thing successfully unless he his a dear Idea before 
him of what he wlehes to produce and of the nature and value of 
his materials. But I venture to think that the knowledge which 
Breeder despises has Its place and Its utility as well os that which 
he extols. It is on old saying that the perfection of education 
Is everything of something and something of everything; 
<. e., that there should be some one subject of which a man 
knows everything that Is to be known, while there are none 
of which he Is wholly Ignorant. So I should say a breeder ought 
to lie thoroughly trained In his own department and over and 
above know something of the general subject. The study of 
breeds wholly apart from his own will throw side lights on his 
own pursuits. 

That, as Breeder says, different breeds have different lawe Is In 
a sense true. Take, for Instance, three breeds of animals, each 
of which hoe been the object of laborious care and study—the 
gamecock, the greyhound and the shorthorn. The first named 
leads a healthy natural life almost like that of a wild animal. 
The qualities aimed at In the fighting cock are precisely those 
which In a state of nature would have ensured hie success. Thus 


cording to Mr. Burges' advice, 
moot, I say, make a success before publishing. 

Lazy Allec, another aconite friend, has just lost s fine nine 
months old pap, which I am certain proper treatment would have 
saved. As we know so little shout dogs, It Is best to follow the 
advice of those who we know raise dogs successfully fur the 
field and bench. 

My experience In distemper, which extends over the heat pan 
of two continents, has placed sail, buckthorn sod castor nil as 
my chief hope. Turpentine In Are to ten drop doses, followed 
by castor oil for round worms In pups. But cleanliness lu ken 
nels, can do more to raise full blooded stock than all the drugs 
we know of. 

I sui now trying red pepper as a preventative for worms, also 
sulphur well sprinkled around the kennel, with copperas In very 
small quantities In the drinking trough. 

I am certain the only way to raise strong pups, Is to be very 
particular about their food; they will fill themselves ofull If they 
can get It that worms or something worse, must assist nature to 
free their small stomachs. We all are greatly Indebted for what 
we know, to the pens of Dr. Gordon Btables, Arnold Burges, and 
others, and my best wish Is for their success In their large 
kennels. Almo.

Pepper for Wurmti. 

Dovrh, Dkl. 

Editor Chicago Field :—As everybody seems to be doing their 
beet to get rid of the worms which pester the Infant canine, I ask 
permission to step up and “ have a whack at them.” I have used 
santonins and areca nut with little success; powdered gloss with 
very good results, but the best remedy which I have ever used Is 
" Waddell's pepper.” My attention was called to Mr. Waddell's 
article by a friend (one of your correspondents) lu New York. 1 
took a perfectly healthy puppy, showing no symptoms of worm 
trouble; by feeding upou pure boiled—aye, boiled —cow's milk, 
I filled her little Internals with as large a population of robust, 
active round worms os ever bedevilled an Innocent aulinal; then 
by feeding the same boiled milk, In which, when cold, was stirred 
black pepper In the proportion of one teaspoouful to four quarts, 
caused her to pise off the worms (some alive and some dead) 
In quantities of from six to a dozen until they ceased to trouble 
her. The pepper was continued for some weeks after the worms 
were rid of, then discontinued for a month or more, and the diet 
I then fed her boiled cow’s milk and pepper (In same

proportion) exclusively for a month, and not a sign or symptom 
of worms was developed. I am thoroughly convinced on two 
points, viz., pure cows’ milk will produce worms in puppies, and 
It may be fed to them freely and without danger (boiled) If the 
aforesaid quantity of black pepper be mingled with It. 

I know that turpentine Is sure death to the worm tribe (tape 
worm excepted) but the severe effects which the use of It has 
produced upon members of the human family, In cases coming 
under my obeervatlon, have prevented my using It. In these cases 
the turpentine was given raw, or In water, which amounts to the 
same. “Given (noil," as Mr. Burges directs, changes the whole 
matter, and robe this most useful medical and commercial article 
of Its past terror. Evrrbtt Von Colin. 


year or so I have changed my mind. Now Is the time to go to 
work and try to break It up, and I believe the aconite and 
bellidona are the things to do It with. The aconite counteracts the 
fever and poison that there Is In the mucus and the belladona 
has a freeing, cooling effect, which works entirely on the head, 
more particularly the eyes; but there Is one drawback, and that 
Is, you must not use to a large extent the aconite. I know a 
party that used spirits of camphor at this stage of the disease 
with very good success, bathing the head above the eyes, but I 
should not recommend It, as I think It too powerful a drug to 
come Into Immediate contact with the brain. If the disease has

I have never done 
so, but I think It Is s good plan, as It prevents the mucus from 
going through the Intestines, but I still think that there Is as 
mnch need of the physic. I have mentioned the emetic to 
parties, and they say It might be too great s strain on the dog. 
Mr. Barges says: “ Don’t use aconite, for It Is poison.” I claim 
that the poison from the aconite only counteracts the poison 
from the mucus, and also kills the fever, but after It has had the 
desired effect, physic so as to carry off disease as well as the 
remnants of the medicine, for If you leave the remnants of the 
disease and medicine yon will receive a bad effect at a later time 
In a different form 

Now aboat the mucus discharge from the nose. I think this 
Is one of the most essential things In the whole disease, and If It 
commences of Its own accord, I use a mixture of castlle soap and 
blood-warm water and syringe the nose once or twice a day; also, 
use a sponge to wipe the nose every time It gets clogged. I think 
so much of having the nose run that I use a mixture of salt and 
vinegar and syringe the noee ooce a day for two or three days, 
each nostril, when It doee not commence of Its own accord; 
sometimes 1 have got the desired effect at the first application; very 
often the nose becomes so dry and parched from the fever I have 
had to grease It; In sach cases I have used lord, but think there 
might be something better. 

As I do not wish to hsve any credit for anybody else’a brains, 

I will here state that the aconite and belladona Is a new remedy 
for me to use, and I got It from the Chicago Field. I have 
lieen using s dry mixture which as anybody familiar with It will 
see produces the same effect: Two parts sulpbnr, one part ginger 
aod one part polasaa nitre In first stages, and If very bad added 
two drams of fox-glove to s pound of mixture that In that ratio, 
which la s poison, all the time keeping the system well physicked 
with castor oil, being careful not to weaken the dog. I do not 
want anyone to use this mixture from these brief outlines that I 
have here given, but If anyone would like It, atsome future time, 

I will give a full description. Also, bow to administer. I want 
to say that after your dog commences to Improve have one grand 
final cleaning out of the bowels, then yon can give your healing 
remedies. __ X.

I gave her the best atten 
tlon, also buckthorn, and some coffee ss s stimulant My buck¬ 
thorn gave out with Vic or I might have saved her. Like Mr. 
Arnold Burges, I do not car* to advise whet I do not know " to 
be facta,’’ In medicine. I go to Mr. Qordou Btables, Rev. J. 
Cuming Macdona, aod Arnold Burges, as men who have raised 
paps successfully. I have Just brought hack almost from death's 


which In s state of nature would have ensured his success, 
the breeder has little to do but copy nature carefully and ensure 
the survival of the fittest.

healthy nature Is neither more nor less than a monster. What te 
the object of the breeder! To Increase fieeh and diminish offal. 
But what does the offsl represent! The digestive and nutritive 
organs. 


“■n In other words, the aim of the breeder Is to weaken the 
vital machinery, while preserving the work which It hoe to do. 
In order to enhance the utility of the animal he must run the risk 
of weakening lie constitution. Nature Instead of being his ally 
la bis enemy. 

It Is pretty clear, then, that analogtee drawn from one of these 
three dartres of animals can only lie applied with extreme care 
and many deductions to another, and so we might, go through all 
the breeds of domestic animals. 

Nevertheless, I venture to submit that there are general prin¬ 
ciples which apply to all breeds of animals. Take three Instances: 

1. The relative Influence of sire and dam. 

3. The tendency to revert or “ throw back.’’ 

S. That aomewhat mysterious phenomenon which physiologists 
call prepotency, i. r., the capacity of some Individual animals for 
Impressing themselves more strongly than others on their 
progeny. Barely, If any breeder la really to succeed he must an 
derstand three lews, otherwise he will be perpetually thwarted by 
unexpected Influences. Barely,too,the wider the are over which our 
experience ranges, the more likelihood there la of arriving at 
sound generalizations. Nor do I see any reason for thinking that 
the laws which govern these phenomena In one breed of animal 
are Inapplicable to another. 

No doubt general theories without a knowledge of particular 
facta are fatal to a breeder. They are that moat dangerous of 
all thlnga, the semblance of knowledge without the reality. No 
doubt too, many do well hy rule of thumb. But would they not 
do yet better If they possessed scientific knowledge sswellT For 
my own part 1 believe that only th* combination of the two can 
make that rarely found person, a successful breeder 

In conclusion may I add a tine on a different though a kindred 
subject!

-1 have lost a nnmbcr of pups this Spring 
w ith distemper, but of shorter duration than Is nsnal. They refuse in 
the first place to eat: seem not to have strength to throw off the phlegm 
that has accumulated in throat and lungs; pulse quick, gums cold. 
They die in three days, at furthest, from first symptoms. Age of pups, 
H to 10 weeks. The distemper Is of pneumonia form. They are unable 
to hold anything In their stomachs. Plea-e give remedy If vou have 
an>. 

Ans.— Distemper has certainly assumed a very virulent type with 
you, and ought to he met with very vigorous treatment. In'the first 
place, the puppies should he well led, so as to be stroug to resist the at 
tack that must come sooner or later; then they should bo watched 
closely to discover the least symptom of approaching distemper, and 
when observed iu one be should be isolated Immediately, uot so much 
to avoid giving it to the others, for they will all have ll more or less, 
hut removal to a cleau, airy, dry place ameliorates the virulency of the 
attack. Disinfect the place that is Intended forahospitnl by sprinkling 
carbolic, add around. Give plenty of pure, fresh w ater to drink, and 
let the food be light and easily digested, and given with a view to regn- 
late the bowels—beef tea, raw egg*, crackers. Ac., if the bowels will 
take It without getting too loose; if uot, give mutton soup thickened 
with rice, corn starch, flour, or crackers. Feed a little at a time often 
-from three to six hours, according to the age of the patient; the 
younger the pup the ofteuer he needs to be fed, bat less at a time. For 
medicine we would recommend the following, given always with dne 
regard to the amount of fever: T«»k* of elixir col. fer. Ids' six drams, 
spts. ether nitrous two drams, syrup of tolu two ounces, tr. aconite 
root thirty drops, nitrate cf potash and muriate of ammonia, of both one 
and a half drams, and water to make four ounces; mix and give from 
a teaspoonful to a dessert-spoonful every two or six hours according 
to the severity of the case. If the pulse goes about 100 per minute, and 
the temperature about 103© K., there is very little dinger 

of over-dolue the medicine, but when they drop below those points 
bold up n little, and if prontraliou follows the fall of temperature 
and the change in the character of the pulse, change the medicine 
to quiuiue pills and to two grains three times a dav, and the following 
mix: Take of carbonate of ammonia one dram, tr. irou mur. two drams, 
spts ether nit. two drams, simple syrup one ounce, syrop of tplu one 
oouce, and water to make four ounces, mix and give a tcaspoonfnl every 
three to six hours; this is a dose for a puppy. Dnriug convalescence 
give cod liver oil, tonics, nourishing food, gentlo exercise, etc.

G. V. Y , Aberdeen, MIhh, 1 send you by lo day's mail a few scales of 
nn unknown fish. This fish evidently bclougs to the gar species, but I 
can find no description of such a fish iu any work at my disposal. A 
Mr Alexander foilud this monster dead In the Blghee river below Aber¬ 
deen, Mississippi. He dragged It out on a sand bar to he Inspected by 
his neighbors. The fish was quite a cariosity, and as soon as the flesh 
was consumed by tH’asla of prey, the bones and scales were distributed 
tn Grundy, Clay and Monroe counties. The scales we often used as 
charms on watch chains snd for cuff buttons. I ►ent some of the 
scales to Professor J. Lawrence Smith, of Louisville, Kentucky, but 
never beard from him. The fish was about six feet long and weighed 
near two hundred pounds, and Judging from the bones of the head and 
the tusk ond the scales, which tormeda perfect coat of mail, be was en¬ 
titled to the name or Iron clad monster Any Information In regard to 
this monster will be appreciated. Ans —We have not received the 
scales referred to by our correspondent, but the fish In question was 
evidently of that species known as the atlioafor gar, diamond /LA, or 
great gar —the I At hairpin adamantinu* of ichthyologists It belongs 
to the same family as the ordinary gar pike (Z*ptdoeteitl$), hut Is now 
generally recognised as a distinct generic type on account of the devel¬ 
opment of enlarged teeth In two rows In the Jaws and the widened 
snout. The epedos occasionally reaches a length of 8 or 9 feet. It is 
not uncommon In the lower Mississippi valley and ranges northwards 
into Illinois and Ohio It may interest onr correspondent to learn 
that the scales wer<* used by onr aborigines as arrow heads.

It Is proha- 
blv simply a cold, the discharge being of a catarrhal nature. lie la not 
llfcelv to have a retorn'of distemper; If he should It would be very light, 
as It Is a disease that !• not likely to recur, but It does sometimes, out 
always tn a very mild form, and unless complicated by a severe attack 
of pneumonia from exposure would not require any treatment except 
perhaps a few doses of aconite, which would he all that Is necsssary for 
the catarrh unless there should he a good deal of discharge and clog¬ 
ging op of the nose, In which case give a mixture of syrop of tolu two 
ounces, syrup of squills one ounce, water lo make four ounce#, mix sod 
give a teaspoonful every three or four hours; If be roughs *nrh. give It

Game In Iowa. 


Font Dodge, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field :-8nlpes and golden plovers have passed 
North, aud legitimate shooting Is over for the Summer. The 
snipes remained very few days, but were uuusually pleuty and In 
good condition. Owing to the unprecedented drouth, which Is 
extending Into the third consecutive year, the area of slough Is 
very limited, and the few remaining poudholes which contained 
water last Fall attracted all the birds In the neighborhood. As 
I have always observed none were to be found In low ground, 
however promising, which was completely dry on the advent of 
Winter. It usually requires two or more wet seasons to replen¬ 
ish It with the larval and other appropriate Insect food which 
perish when deprived of moisture. 

Of ducks I can say nothing; none hut pot-hunters kill them. 
They arrive here paired, fishy snd worthless, and except a very 
lew at their first arrival, say before April 1st, ere the Incubating 
fever Is present, are not game for deceut men. Each one killed 
means a nest broken up, with the loss of a dozen splendid birds 
In October. 

Enough quails survived to re-stock this vicinity; but prospects 
for chickens are poor. A great number wintered here but left 
for their more northern homes In Wisconsin and Minnesota, aod 
the sky nightly reddened with prairie fires tells the fate of those 
batching here. As the country gets settled up the general fires 
are restrained by roads and farms. The grass is nested In and 
burnt with the nests during late Spring and Summer at the 
different caprices of the owners. 

The last game law seems to give very general satisfaction; In¬ 
deed, It would be hard to Improve It, except in the item of ducks. 
All it needs ts enforcement, which can’t be effective without game 
and fish constables. W. L. N.

The New York Show. 

On Tuesday morainic. May 11, the fourth annual show of the 
Westminster Kennel Club opened, and on the following Thurs¬ 
day night at 10 o’clock closed. Tuesday morning It looked very 
much like rain, but about 11 o’clock the sun shone hrlghtly and 
hot, and throughout the day, and until past midnight, the heat 
was Intense. Visitors, exhibitors and dogs felt the effect very 
visibly, the latter panting, and with tongues lolling, as they 
would on a July or August day. On Wednesday an agreeable 
change took place, the weather being what might be called 
delightful, and on Thursday there was a still greater change, so 
as to render Spring overcoats necessary. If a great many of the 
doga are not IU, and a great many puppies do not die, we shall 
be agreeably surprised, for notwithstanding that every precaution 
was used, and successfully, to keep the stmosphere of the Garden 
free from odor, and as pure as possible, yet such a sudden change 
from excessive heat to cold cannot bat have had an Injurious 
effect on the aolmals, especially the young ones. 

The attendance during the day Tuesday was very small, but Im¬ 
proved at night and continued to Improve each day up to the 
last night, when quite a respectable sited audience was present. 
It was generally anticipated that the exhibition would prove a 
failure financially, as the lamentable catastrophe which had 
caused the postponement of the show necessary, had so shocked 
the public mind aDd shaken confidence In the safety of the build¬ 
ing that It was regarded by the public generally as unsafe, and 
a repetition of the occurrence was looked upon as more than 
probable. To add to this widespread feeling, tne coroner’s jury 
on the disaster, rendered the following verdict on the Friday 
before the show: 

“ We, the undersigned jurors, hereby find that Mtb. Annie Wil¬ 
lett*, Mrs. Annie It. C. Hegeman, Mary Ann Connolly, and Wil¬ 
liam M. Tiles ton, came to their death by the Injuries received 
on April 21, 1880, by the falling ol the west wall of the building 
known as Madison Square Garden, situate on Madison and Fourth 
avenues, between Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh streets, which 
was due to the fsulty construction of the said building. And we 
hereby censure the Harlem Railroad Company for employing a 
civil engineer to act as an architect who la not conversant with 
the construction of buildings. We also censure the department 
of buildings for negligence In their duty In allowing the aforesaid 
addition to be erected contrary to law and In a faulty manner, 
and we recommend that the entire building be taken down, 
ns we deem It dangerous and unfit for the purposes of public 
assemblages." 

This, published In the New York dailies and through the Asso¬ 
ciated Press, In the out-of-town papers on Saturday morning, If 
possible, still further lnereaeed the fear of the safety of the build¬ 
ing, especially when some of the city papers demanded that the 
superintendent of buildings should prevent the show from being 
held, and reminded him that In case of another dlaaster, which 
they coneldered more than probable, he would be directly re 
sponsible for It It Is not to be wondered, therefore, that but com¬ 
paratively few had the courage to enter the Gardeu. 

That the building was safe there Is no donbt, as the West¬ 
minster Kennel Club were more anxious than otherwise to prove 
that It was unsafe, aa could they have done so their lrase would 
have been cancelled, aDd they could have held the exhibition In 
the rink, which, although not as suitable a place, yet not being 
regarded as unsafe, would have caused a very much larger 
attendance. It so happened that their lease did not Include the 
portion of which the wall fell, but covered only the main build¬ 
ing. The club had the Gardeu thoroughly examined by two of 
the most competent and experienced architects, who declared It 
perfectly safe. Notwithstanding the opinion of these experts, 
the public fear could out be overcome, and consequently many 
faces familiar at previous exhibitions were conspicuously absent, 
and thousands of others who would certainly have been drawn 
thither by the magnificent exhibition. 

The Westminster Kennel Club certainly deserve much sympa 
thy for the series of difficulties they had to contend against to 
bring this show to a successful termination, and much credit for 
tbelr pluck In surmonollng them, and carrying ont their pro¬ 
gramme to the very letter, when It seemed that they could only 
do It at a large pecuniary loss. It, however, cannot be other¬ 
wise than gratifying to all to know that they were agreeably dis¬ 
appointed, as instead of the loss they fully expected, they not only 
realised enough to pay expenses, butcamo out a little ahead. Mr. 
Walter Webb, who was with Mr. Tlleaton when killed, and 
although having a miraculous escape from death, yet suffered a 
fracture of one of the hones of the leg, just so soon as he 
could (and much sooner than wisdom dictated I wae out on 
crutches, and atteoded to the direction of the details for holding 
the show, and was every day at the show, still on crutches, 
attending to hie duties aa conscientiously and thoroughly aa If 
well. Too much cannot be said for hla untiring energy, and de¬ 
termination that the prumlsea to the exhibitors and the public 
should be kept. Many another man would have faltered In so 
trytog a moment, and with an good an excuse for doing so. Mr. 
Waggataff, Mr. Wrtght. Mr. Cornell, the secretary, Mr. Grant, 
Mr d« Luxe, and the other members of the dub must not be 
forgotten for tbelr efforts In assisting Mr. Webb to make the 
show a success. 

Apart from the melancholy consequences attending the late 
disaster, It Is much to he regretted on account of the Injurious 
effects directly hearing ou the show, as but for It the Westminster 
Club would have the satisfaction and gratification of having held 
one of the most, at least, If not the most successful show, lu the 
qualltv and number of the dogs, as well In the number of visi¬ 
tors, ever held. 

Before leaving the subject we must say that while the building 
Is now safe, yet there la little doubt that In all probability the 


late catastrophe averted one of the moat terrible to contemplate, 
aa the examination that followed the falling of the outer wall ou 
the Madison avenue side revealed the fact that the pillars of the 
main building bad rotted at the base, so much that a reporter of a 
New York morning paper with bis cane poked out some of the rot¬ 
ten pieces. It was but a question of time when those pillars would 
have given way, aud the roof falllDg, the massacre would have 
been terrible, had the building beeu In use, which would have 
been more than probable, aa It is at such times that walla and roofs 
do most usually fall. A reference to the verdict of the jury 
shows plainly where rests the responsibility of the catastrophe of 
April 21. It la a sad commentary on our laws that this whole¬ 
sale murder cab be atoned for with $11,000 a life. The laws of 
New York allow but $5,000 as reparation In such eases. The 
cupidity or carelessness which hastened Into eternity Mr. Tllee- 
tou, Mrs. Hegeman and three others, In the full vigor of life, Is 
relieved from criminality by at the moat paying $25,000. Should 
this be! When a building la erected for aud rented as a place of 
public resort, and at a figure so high as to yield the proprietors 
a more than handsome revenue, and such Indifference to the 
security of life Is exhibited by the employing a man aa an archi¬ 
tect unfit for the purpose, should the Individual or Individuals 
responsible eacspe the consequences of their criminality 1 We 
think not, for criminals they are, and If we have not laws to 
punish them, such laws should be made. Mr. Vanderbilt left a 
few daya ago for Europe on a pleaaure trip, and the Superin¬ 
tendent of Buildings, whose duty It was to see that the building 
wae safe, still retains bis posltlou. The relatives of the murdered 
mourn tbelr dead. Comment Is unnecessary. 

But to return to the show. The arrangements were the best 
we bar.- ever seen. The care of the dogs was all that could be 
deelred, and everything worked smoothly; so far as we know 
there was oot a single hitch. Mr. Lincoln Is entitled to the 
greatest credit; this show Is his crowning effort. We have al¬ 
ways regarded him as efficient a superintendent as could be ob¬ 
tained. and with each show he grows In the estimation of the 
exhibitors as well as In our own. 

The dogs entered numbered eleven hundred and twenty. 
Those entered for special prizes are not Included, aa the entries 
for them were not made until after the show had opened, so they 
were not Included In the catalogue. We were pleased to see the 
old system of numerous special prizes abolished, for we always 
regarded them with prejudice, since they were more confusing 
and contradictory than productive of any good. The specials 
on tbla occasion were few, cambering but ten; several of them 
were open to objection. Sweepstakes In which dogs and bitches, 
and the different strains of setters, and pointers and setters 
compete are, as we have frequently pointed out before, absurd. 
The awards amount to nothing In proving the merit of the win¬ 
ners, since under the best judgment the awards, where the differ¬ 
ent strains compete, go to the one the judge or Judges prefer; 
and when between dogs and bitches a dog Invariably carries It 
off, notwithstanding a bitch of more merit may compete. 

The quality of the doge In the sporting classes was extraordi¬ 
narily good, particularly In the setter classes; a betler lot we 
do not remember having seen. In the non-sporting classes also, 
with some exceptions, the quality was ahead of previous exhibi¬ 
tions, all of which goes to show how great the Improvement In 
breeding has been. There Is one fact very evident, however, 
that notwithstanding the superior quality of the dogs offers 
greater attractions for visitors, yet the facilities for seeing dogs 
have not been Improved on. Exhlbltlona could be made much 
more attractive, were the unsightly wooden boxes or peus dis¬ 
pensed with, and more open compartments substituted. Now It 
Is Impossible to see the dogs to the beat advantage, and the 
visitors see but a portion of a dog. Moreover, the pens are 
hot, and If the weather Is warm are perfect sweat batha. With 
divisions of stout wire between the pens the dogs could be seen 
to greater advantage; they would he cooler and healthier, and 
the object of keeping them apart from fighting would be accom¬ 
plished ; and so far as contracting disease la concerned the dan¬ 
ger of Infection would not be Increased, as a board partition Is 
not a protection against It. 

In consequence of the Winter having been a warm one, and 
the Spring being earlier than nsual many of the dogs bad par¬ 
tially shed their coats and others were beginning to, so that they 
were not In as good condition as they were two weeks previous, 
or it the period originally decided on for the show. The post¬ 
ponement consequently did not Improve tbelr appearance, and It 
also caused some of those entered from being present. There 
were, however, not many absent, nor as many as there was rea¬ 
son to expect, and as we anticipated. 

The judging was commenced on Tuesday morning, and pro¬ 
gressed slowly, and was not completed until Thursday evening 
at 6 o’clock. Shows can not be said to hare reached as near per¬ 
fection as they can, until the plan of completing the judging on 
the first day la adopted. There Is not a difficulty In doing It If 
managers of shows will determine to do It, and adopt a proper 
system. A four days' show, while aa long as a show should be 
held, Is the only length of time In which one can be held suc¬ 
cessfully In a pecuniary point. Three days Is too short a time. 
The first day should be devoted to the judging, and as a crowd 
of visitors Is objectionable for the reason that they ars In the 
way and impede the getting the dogs to and from the ring,let the 
charge be double on that day to what It Is on tbe three following 
days Those who take an Interest In the judging will have bet¬ 
ter facilities for seeing, and thereby will be repsld for the extra 
price. The public at large don’t care to see the judging, but de¬ 
sire to see the dogs generally, especially the winners, and the 
majority consequently wait to go until after the prizes have 
been awarded,as excepting with eotmuUtntn there Is more beauty 
In one prise winner than a dozen other better but defeated dogs. 
When managers of shows realize the fact that to the public at 
large the attraction of a prize winner Is greater than tbe Judging 
Itself, they will add to their pecuniary success and will save 
themselves much trouble. It the Judging were done on the first 
day, and the prize recorded against each winner In the catalogue, 
which la very easily done and la doDe In England, then would 
the Interest to tbe public be Increased, as with catalogue In haod 
visitors would be able to see to a certainty the winners. With a 
broader margin to the catalogue for Inserting opposite the win¬ 
ners the quality of tbe award received, the delay In getting the 
catalogue out would be but a few hours. It could easily be 
reaily by the morning of the second day—If uot the night of the 
first day. Moreover, as pointers and setters suffer by confine¬ 
ment, a day makes a great difference and they should therefore 
be judged as soon ts possible and practicable after they come 
Into the ahow. Several doga In this show on the last day pre¬ 
sented a very marked change for the worse from the first day; 
and tome of them suffered from tbe heat so much that they were 
covered with surfeit on the 1 at day. By dlvldlog Into two the 
large ring that the Weemlnater Ctob had for jndglng the sport¬ 
ing classes, and with tbu system we shall propose further on, two 
classes could he Judged very easily at the same time, and with 
the platform at tbe other end of the building the noo-sportlng 
claaers could also be Judged at the same time, as on thla occa¬ 
sion. 

A ahow never has been held nor never will be held where tbe 
jndglng has given and will give universal satisfaction It Is not 
possible to expert It, for whan so many have " tbe beat dog In 


tbe ahow," how can It be otherwise! Some exhibitors eveu have 
two dogs entitled to the same prise, as for Instance on Tuesday 
morning aoon after entering tbe Garden, a gentleman Invited us 
to see a brace of dogs he bad en'ered In the same class. Taking 
the flrat one out of hla stall be said: " Look him all over, fee 

him, he has got hone and muscle. Now taking that dog from 
bis nose to the Up of bis tall where did you ever see one, where 
can you find uue that so fully comes up to tbe standard! Where 
Is more symmetry, with more boue, muscle and quality to be 
found! Look at that head, lean, clean cut, Intelligent Those 
ears, put on at the right spot. Those eyes, so beautiful, a 
perfect brown, eo soft so expressive; many a fair dame would 
envy Uiem. That neck, did you ever see a better! Now I say 
If the Judgea don’t give this dog first prlac they don't know what 
a good dog Is, for If be can't beat auy dog In hla class In this 
show, then I don't know a good dog when I see him.’’ " Hold 
ou, don’t go away. I presume you are In a hurry, but Juat wait 
a moment until I put tbla dog up and show you another oue I 
have In the samt dass. 11 "Now there ts a dog for you; 1 call 
that lbs handsomest most perfect dog I have eve- seen—not a 
weak point. A dog to more thoroughly fill tbe bill could nol 
be made to order. Now I want some one to show me a dog In 
hls class that can beat him for first prize. If the JudgeB dou't 
give him first they don't know what a good dog Is." L -avlng 
him we felt aithfled that there would be one dissatisfied 
exhibitor at least, as with two doge certain winners of first prize 
he would be dissatisfied whichever got It, should either one be so 
fortunate aa to be awarded the first 
But we must say that the Judging In the pointer and setter 
classes, especially the setter classes, gave more genera] dlasalle 
taction than at any previous ahow we have attended, and we are 
forced to admit that there was very good cause for It. In many 
of the other classes there was also much dissatisfaction with tbi 
awards. It la more agreeable to praise than to censure, but thi 
future demands that we protest against a repetition of such 
awards with one or two exceptions. There Is not zn exhibitor, 
or visitor who may have attended the show to gain Information 
as to the type of dog which approaches nearly to tbe standard, 
who has returned home with any Idea of how he should breed 
The only Information gained la the undeniable uncertainty tbe 
best dog has of winning. While the Intenttous of the judges 
cannot be questioned for a moment, nevortbeleaa their awardi 
were so contrary to the standard by which they were supposed 
to Judge ,aud so contradictory that they placed breeders and 
owners In the most confused position possible as to what cou 
stltutes a ahow dog. It was stated the dogs would be Judged bj 
Stonehenge's points, but they were not. This Is all wrong, foi 
when a scale of points la adopted as a standard, and breeder* 
breed accordingly, and exblbltora enter tbelr doga expecting to 
be judged by aald scale, they should be judged by It. 

Taking every setter class through, we have decisions so con¬ 
tradictory that any other concluslou Is Impossible. 

Commencing with the Imported English setter dog class we 
have Coin first. Lofty Becond, and Duke of Beaufort third. Now 
each Is a line dog, hut entirely different from the other In type; 
and here Is the strangest part of It, Mr. Higgins’ Pontiac, a dog 
of tbe same type as the Duke of Beaufort (both by Pride of tbe 
Border), but a better dog than I he Duke, Is not noticed, while 
other dogs not so good, and of entirely different types, are 
awarded V.H.C., H.C., and C. Now to wbat conclusion Is a 
breeder to come I That either the Judges were careless In their 
decisions, or that they had no. standard to go by. The same 
thing occurred In tbe bitch claas. Mina was awarded first, Lass 
O’Qowrle second, aud Luna May third. Mina differs from Lass 
O’Gowrle and Luna May. Now, If Lass O’Gowrle was entitled 
to second, there was her litter sister, Wanda, as much like her as 
two bitches can be, only we think the belter of the two, which 
should have had firat, second, or third, bnt Instead received only 
V.H.C. Certainly first aud second place was between Lass 
O'Gowrle and Wanda. In the same class Petrel II, a grand 
young bitch, received only a commend, which was damning her 
with the faintest of praise, and Mr. Herzberg suffered no better, 
while bitches not (heir equals were placed ahead of them tn the 
order of commendation. 

Io the native English setter dogs we have the same contra¬ 
diction. The two judges, after taking fifteen minutes to decide 
between Waters' Grouse and Watklna' Tom, awarded the prlae to 
Grouse. Tbe dogs are totally different types. If they bid followed 
tbe type of the first for second and third and given Grousedale 
second, while we should not have agreed with tbelr judgment of the 
proper type we should have recognized the fact that they had a 
type, and according to tbelr decision for first their award for 
second would have been right; but Instead of that they gave 
Lincoln <fc Hellyar's Alton second (who ought to have been first) 
a dog entirely different from Grouse, and Tom got only a V.H.C. 
Awarding third to Mr. Davidson’s Casslls, a son of Alton, was 
tbe only Instance In which they followed the type of the dog 
placed Juat ahead, as Casslls resembles hls sire Afton very much 
otherwise as well as In color. In the bitch class we have the 
same Inconsistency. Abbess, a diminutive little bitch, Just a 
year old, was awarded first; Jennie, a strong muscular bitch, 
second; and Dido, the handsomest bitch In the show, third. Of 
this award to Dido we shall refer hereafter. In the black and 
tan Irish setter classes the same contradictory awards were made. 
But In the special class H for the best black setter dog, Chance 
was awarded the prize over Satan notwithstanding that in the 
regular class Satan bad received V.H.C., and Chance bad been 
awarded only H.C. Now, If Chance was a better dog than Satan 
the award might bf excused ou the ground that In an large a 
class It was not as easy to distinguish the flue points where for 
only a V.H.C. and H C., as when but half a dozen were together, 
but Satan la beyond comparison the better of tbe two. Certaluly 
legs carried off this prize, for Chance could spare several Inches 
very easily. 

We think after the first dog has been decided on, the second 
aDd third should approximate as near as possible to the first; If 
not what Is tbs use of a standard I What are breeders to be guided 
by If odc type of dog Is good enough for a first prlae, aud one of 
the same type, only not so good In all points, ts not good enough 
for second! Under such circumstances variety breeding must 
be resorted to In order to breed one type for first prizes and 
auother for second and third prizes, for If awardi tn the future 
are to be made on a similar basis, a man breeding according to 
the standard and getting a dog of similar style to tbe first dog, 
but Inferior only sufficient to lose tbe first place, falls to receive 
hla proper rawsni by getting second, and baa all bis labor for 
nothing, while sn entirely different shaped do/ gets It To the 
veriest tyro the absurdity of such a system must be apparent. 
The Judges were moreover too careless In their Judgments. If a 
dog took tbelr eye, weak though he might be under a critical ex- 
•ruination he was awarded a prise. There wae not the careful, 
critical examination, necrasary In aetter jndglng eapedally, for 
many a floe coat covers up a " fiat-catcher." Judges must re 
member that beauty la not the Sint qna non In a ahow dog A 
pretty dog might be ao deficient In good points aa to be easily 
beaten by a dog nol ao pretty. The good points of a setter can 
be discovered only by carefully handling him. Just looking at 
him does not reveal hls merit or title to tint prise. An experi¬ 
enced Judge can with hls eyea call the doge that can't win, bnt 
bis eyea must be assisted by hls bands to determine

Fishery Exhibition 
Point of View. 


from a London 


A» everything relative to the great Ushery exhibition at Berlin 
will doabtleaa be Interesting to the friends of the Chicaoo Field, 
we reprint In this number a long letter on the subject lately pub¬ 
lished In the New York /ftroW: 

London, April 21, 1880. 

Yesterday the great 44 International Fishery Exhibition ” the 
greatest exhibition connected with fish aud Oshlng that the world 
has ever seen—was opened with much ceremony by Hts Imperial 
Highness the Crown Prince of Germany. The exhibition. It may 
be said, Is due to the enterprise of Ibe Society for improvement 
of Sea, Lake and Hlver Fisheries In the German Empire, a body 
established some ten years ago for promoting the breeding and 
capture of Hell. The society has some hundreds of affiliated 
bodies, and with them has done wonders In alternately peopling 
and emptying rivers aud lakes. It has also paid attention to a 
more rational and systematic exercise of the Ashing Industry In 
the German and Baltic oceans. In the zoological and Auaudal 
bearings of Its programme It has accomplished a very extraordl 
nary feat, having got #5,000 annual subsidy out of the German 
goverment, and so eloquently has It pleaded the cause of pisci¬ 
culture in the Reichstag as to cause #100,000 annually to be 
disbursed In public institutes for the education of salmon, 
trout and carp, who are said to prosper visibly under the en¬ 
nobling care bestowed upon them, oot to speak of Its share In 
the codlAeatlon of the Fishery laws In time the efforts of the 
society will doubtless result In making the Germans more of a 
Ash-eating people than they are at present—that Is, If we may 
believe the statement made by a leading Berlin Journal, which 
says: 11 It Is a remarkable and characteristic fact that while the 
Frenchman and the Englishman, the Scandinavian and American, 
the Italian and the Laplander,the Russian, no less than the black 
and brown barbarians of the South Sea Islands, the Greek and 
the Esqulm »ux, all highly prize Ash Aesh, the German alone 
looks with little partiality upon It. ’ In giving you an account of 
the exhibition I make use of the very copious telegraphic 
accounts published In the London papers this morning. 

THE EXPOSITION BUU.DINO. 

The scene of the present display Is the new Agricultural 
Museum—a stately and capacious building, which was placed at 
the committee’s disposal by the government. In addition to this 
space, however, room bad been provided for the immense number 
of exhibits by erecting on the adjoining ground an extensive 
series of wooden edlAces and the laying out of comely garden 
grounds, containing ponds and reservol s for the accommodation 
of the various llvtog specimens of the Anny tribe. Altogether 
the exhibition covers several acres. Nor has ornament altogether 
yielded to rough aud ready expediency. Connecting the per¬ 
manent part of the building with the temporary erections has 
been constructed, with great architectural skill, a dome-shaped 
aquarium, resembling a weird fairy cavern. “Standing in Ihe 
center of this and looking round," says the Times’ correspondent, 

“ the visitor beholds In light-receivlog recesses lovely painted 
views of the Bay of Naples, by Wllberg, the distinguished artist, 
who was commissioned to execute sketches of the environs of 
Fergamos In connection with the discovery of the remarkable 
sculptures do* in the museum here. Overhead, and suspended 
from the dusky, vaulted roof, you shudder at espying what at Arst 
appear to be stuffed alligators of stupendous size, but which turn 
out, on closer Inspection, to be objects belonging to the mytho¬ 
logical department—gigantic pikes these, with golden collars, 
hearing Greek Inscriptions, said to have been Ashed out of the 
water of Kalserlautern and llellbronn by Barbaroesa and Freder 
ick II, respectively, hundreds of years after the aureous ring had 
been girt around their necks, and, lo, thegoldeu symbol of eter¬ 
nity had kept expanding with the evergrowing dimensions of the 
bearers. Nor will dainty epicures of Ash-feeding tastes, as they 
wander loqulringly through the subterranean rows of tanks and 
reservoirs, fall to And material for whetting Ihe hungry edge of 
appetite by bare Imagination of a feast; for there, among other 
much-prized Ash, they will fall In with the Dauublan hucho—now 
said to be visible for the Arst time out of Its native waters—and 
the Russian sterlet, rich of Aavor and prollAc of caviare to many 
more than the vulgar; microscopic eel, from the limpid depths of 
the Loire ; and cautiously groping crabs, beloved of gourmands 
on the Boulevards. For it Is a slnglar fact that, though Prussia 
has Immense rearing ponds for these crustacean creatures, collect¬ 
ing them from lakes and rivers far and near, the readiest and 
almost only market for them la found In France, whither they are 
transported hence In Immense quantities In return for the Gallic 
champagne and the Parisian fashions,which, strauge to say, when 
all Is said and done, fetch such exorbitant prices among the aspi¬ 
rants after social distinction who love to exhibit their borrowed 
graces of an afternoon Unter den Linden or In the less-exposed 
riding alleys of the Thlergarten." 

THE OPENING CEBRMON1E8. 

** It was lovely Bummer weather, and a grateful breeze,” con¬ 
tinues this correspondent, *' greeted the German Crown Prince 
and his cousin, Prince Frederick Charles, as they drove up In 
the afternoon to the Imposing blocks of building sheltering the 
exhibition, for tho purpose of ceremoniously opening the same to 
public view. Inside the principal hall, which was tastefully 
decked with carpets and plants, there had assembled a brilliant 
crowd, composed, among others, of the directors of the enter¬ 
prise, the ministers of state, nearly the whole of the diplomatic 
body and the representatives of all the federal states, with the 
heads of the army and the chiefs of science, of whom it were 
very difficult to say which are the more numerous In Germany. 
All being ready, the Minister of Agriculture, Dr. Lucius, ad¬ 
dressed the Crown Prince on the origin and alms of the exhibition. 
The German Fishery Society, called Into existence by Ills High¬ 
ness, had In 1873 Inaugurated a display of native achievements 
In the piscatorial art, and encouraged by the success of their 
endeavots the committee had now ventured on a bolder night 
and lovtted the participation of all nations Id the scheme. In 
doing this they had an eye no leas to the economical than to the 
eclentlAc side of the question. He gratefully acknowledged that 
the Fishery Society had met with the most obliging support, not 
only In Germany liaelf, but In nearly all the neighboring coun¬ 
tries, and even In the furthermost zones of the earth. From the 
Baltic and the Gerinao Ocean, the Ice-bound seas of the North, 
from the coaals of Holland and England, from the Switzer lakes, 
from the exbauslless riche* of the Mediterranean, from the Volga 
and the Black Sea, from North and South America, from the coasts 
of the far East, from India, China, Japan and the Malay Arch I 
fielago—the fauna of the waters had been brought lo rare and 
wonderful profusion, with an endless variety of pearls, sheila and 
corals. Alluding tuen to the Innumerable kinds of Instruments 
and devices for catching, curing and rearing A»h sent for exhibi¬ 
tion, the minister wound up with an eloquent peroration on the 
proAt derivable from snch an International competition, and 
trusted that, among other things, It might result In gradually 
directing the attentions of all classes of the population In Ger 


many to Ash products as the cheapest article of food. By com¬ 
mand of the Crown Prince Dr. Lucius then declared the Interna¬ 
tional Fishery Exhibition to be open, and three loud and enthu¬ 
siastic cheers were given for the German Emperor, while the 
band of a Guard reglmeDt burst out with the National Hymn. 

THE BXBIBIT8 THOM THE EAST. 

A very picturesque account of the exhibition Is given by the 
correspondent of the Do% Trlegrap*. He says. Let os pass 
In at the entrance on the Invallden strasae and view the Ex¬ 
hibition. The Arst object which greets our eyes is a coloaaal 
fountain, surmounted by a bronze statue of old Neptune, beneath 
whose trident, dolphin* aud mermen sport. Far up In the open 
apace, and overshadowing the fountain, hangs a gorgeous curtain 
of red and gold, and suspended from the balcony of the Aral story 
are tapestries In blue and black, bearing the arms of nations rep¬ 
resented In the Exhibition. The fountain Is surrounded by 
clumps of trees and Aowerlng shrubs and plants, besides a number 
of huge walruses, sea Ilona and seals. Turning lo the right we 
enter at once the ancient country of Japan. The windows of the 
Japeneee department are occupied by Urge aud beautifully 
wrought water color sketches, representing various allegorical 
scenes. One—the most Impressive—represents s young lady, 
standing In an attitude of horror and dismay lu a boat Into which 
a huge and particularly ugly devil Ash has thrust several of his 
many arms. What the meaning of this singular scene msy be It 
Is possible only for s true born Japanese to say. The tables and 
cases here are crowded with stuffed specimens of the odd and 
curious Ashes of Japan and her brilliantly plumaged water birds. 
There are many models of smoke bouses and Ash houses, with 
their singular thatched roofs and sides and the crude, but doubt¬ 
less useful appliances. From Japan the way leads to Anam, or 
Cochin-China. The exhibit of this province U small, but Inter¬ 
esting Especially so are the devices for taking Ash. Among 
others Is a conical basket, with which the natlvee capture Ash 
by simply thrusting the basket Into the water where the Ash are 
supposed to be. One would have lively sport, Indeed, attempt 
Ing to capture a trout or a salmon In this way. Ancient China 
stands Just round the corner. Like Japan, she displays a bcautl 
ful collection of her curious Ashes and birds. A Ane stuffed 
specimen of the feathered Asherman, the cormorant, occupies a | 
prominent plac •• Her Implements snd apparatus are well dis¬ 
played. Not leaat attractive are the twelve Agures of Ashermen 
In their peculiar dresses. 

OBRMANT, BO 1.1.AND, RUSSIA. 

We pass a number of private exhibits of minor Interest, If we 
msy except the display of baleen or crude whalebone, which Is In¬ 
teresting both on account of the length and quantity of the slab# 
exhibited. Nearly at this point, opposite the main entrance, 
stand four gilded pyramids, which sre intended to show the pro- 
poportlon of various Aahery products consumed In Germany dur¬ 
ing the four years between 1873 and 1877. The central pyramid, 
which Is the largest, Is marked “ Herring,” and records the fact 
that 28,408.000 milligrammes of herring were consumed lu Ger¬ 
many during those four years. One of the smaller ones shows 
the amount of caviare eaten in the same place and time to be 
1,189,200 milligrammes, and another makea It evident that 487,- 
800 milligrammes of oysters found their way Into German stom¬ 
achs In the same four short years. Continuing our course we 
come to the collection of the Mserklsch Colonial Museum, which 
although not ostentatious contains many valuable and Interesting 
objects. 8uc>i Is the assemblage of old drinking vessels used by 
various Ashing associations of former days. 8uch, too, Is the col¬ 
lection of prehistoric Ashing Implements found mostly In the vi¬ 
cinity of Berlin. Here are also collections of Ash from the waters 
In the neighborhood of Berllu. The Russian show, which stands 
next. Is remarkable principally for nets. Russia exhibits, also, a 
collection of Asbery product*. Who has not eaten Russian 
caviare ! A peculiar green light from the curtains tints all the 
object* In the room devoted to Switzerland, producing a pleasing 
effect. We And here aqualnt old painting of the Asb of the Lake 
of Zurich, as also old books on Ash and Ashing. Here, too, Is s 
valuable collection of prehistoric Implements from the haunts of 
the ancient lake population. Passing through Holland, beauti¬ 
fully bung with drapery of many colored nets, we enter the sunny 
land of Italy. Italian birds In sombre and In beautiful plumage 
stand demurely In their places. Curious Ashes hang In tall glass 
jars, and In one corner there Is a model of the zoological station 
at Naples. In the adjoining room there is s superb collection of 
pearls—one of the Anest ever seen. The Dresden vault* have 
poured forth their treaanres lu profusion. The lustrous rows of 
gems quite dszzle the eye. Sweden, Denmark and Norway stand 
side by side and outvie each other in the display of nets, boat 
models snd Ashing Implements. That obnoxious liquid,cod-liver 
oil, looks quite tempting ranged In long glass tubes superposed 
like the pipes of a church organ. 


doubtless wall pleased with their surroundings. And well they 
may be, for the exhibition la a decided success. It Is novel and 
Interesting In all Its departments, and largely repays a visit by 
the amateur and the slght-eeer, a* well ae by the practical angler 
and Asherman and the savant. 

THE ENOLISH DISPLAT. 

The English correspondent* complain of the poor show made 
by England In the exhibition. The 7’irW correspondent says: 
—"The English contingent eeems unfortunately to exist for the 
moat part on paper. A considerable ehare of one gallery In the 
main building bad been alloted by 4he committee to Eugland, 
though even this sacred spot of British territory has been cruelly 
curtailed by the annexationist tendencies of the United States, 
which, very hard up for elbow room, and proHUng by the Inexpli¬ 
cable euplneneeeof the foe, made a sudden daab at the unoccu¬ 
pied region, aud now holds It—not by treaty, but by the right re¬ 
sulting from priority of possession. Sections of the exhlbl 
tlon have been respectively alloted to Germany, England, Amer¬ 
ica (North and South), Italy, Holland, Russia, Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden, China and Japan; and each of these countries with 
the exception of England, has given a government grant In con¬ 
nection with the competition of their Ashing Industries here, 
sending one or two commissioners to look after their Interests. 

It Is a general matter of deep regret, however, that England 
should have refused to take a sympathetic Interest In the enter¬ 
prise.” Apart from a few stuffed Ashes snd other objects sent 
by Mr. Frank Buckland, a somewhat malodorous array of tinned 
meat*, a case of books and other angling gear, and a model 
Scotch herring boat, the British section has but little to attract 
the attention of the visitor. While the Crown Prince was pass 
lug through this section he examined the model herring boat 
with some degree of Interest, and remarked that the Scottish 
method of catching sea-Aeh seemed to be much the same as that 
of the Japanese, a remark which deeply wounded the pride of 
the canny Caledonian In charge, and made him extremely un¬ 
happy for the rest of the day. 

THE UNITED BTATE8 EXHIBIT. 

It Is admitted by both English and German papers that the 
United States ha* sent one of the largest and " In every respect 
the most remarkable collection of the exhibition.’’ The corres¬ 
pondent of the Timn says: The very slender and unworthy par¬ 
ticipation of England In the Exhibition Is made striking by con¬ 
trast with America, her Immediate neighbor In the show building. 
The government of Washington eagerly embraced the proposals 
of the Fishery Society here to take part In the scheme, and grant¬ 
ed a turn of #20,000 to support the claims of the United States 
In the International competition. Some Idea of the extent to 
which the Uulou has contributed to the exhibition may be Judged 
from the fact that no lees than 250 tons weight of piscatorial 
material, valued at about #50,000, has already arrived here from 
the other side of the Atlantic. Prominent among the exhibits Is 
a whaling boat, fully equipped with all Its gear and as ready for 
action as a Are engine with all the horses yoked and the men 
seated; bo that, a* one of the Commissioners didactically re¬ 
marked to me, “If a whale were by any chance to turn up In the 
Spree over there we could go for It right straight away.” Another 
rarity Is a 41 puree seine,” from 200 to 300 fathoms long and 20 
to 30 deep, used for netting whole shoals of mackerel In mid 
ocean. Six specimens of a peculiar Ashing boat called the 
“ dory,” which experts were very anxious to see, have also been 
brought over. But perhaps the most attractive, as It certainly Is 
the most novel, object In the American collection Is the model 
of a new twin screw steamer, Ihe Fish Hawk, especially con¬ 
structed for the artlOclal hatching of plactoe ova, chleAy those of 
the shad and the cod. To aome point where these two species of 
Ash are being caught In abundance this vessel proceeds and be¬ 
gins to work. The batching process Is somewhat In this wise: 
The ova, being taken out of the femalee when caught, are 
suffused with the fertilizing element with which the males, by 
skillful manipulation, are made to part,and then put Into buckets 
with Ane network bottoms. These bucketa are then suspended 
from poles which project through openings like portholes all 
round the steamer, and are thus by Internal machinery made to 
rise and fall gently In Ihe water, In conformity with the principle 
that motion la necessary to the effective hatching of ova. This 
Is a brief and simple statement of a method which Is found to 
work not only effectively but economically. Inside the steamer 
there Is also fitted up a naturalist's room, with microscopic and 
all manner of necessary eclentlAc apparatus for the purpose of 
marine Inquiry and observation.

ART AND POETRY. 

Down stairs, continues the same writer, there Is a space 
allotted to Ash preserved for food. There Is fresh Ash In c*ns, 
Asb dried, smoked, salted, aplced, and even devilled. There Is 
Ash In casks and In barrels. In drums, kits, wooden boxes, paper 
boxes, glass cans, tin cans, etc. There are lobeters and crabs 
many, and clams and oysters not a few. Here, too, the Ameri¬ 
cans carry off the palm. Beyond this department, In a tem¬ 
porary building, Is the show of German products. Graceful 
drapery of brown and white net*, and charcoal sketches repre¬ 
senting scenes In the German river and sea fisheries, decorate 
the plain walla of this structure. At one end of the main hall 
stands a model of Hnlst'a herring smoking establishment at 
Altona Although only three feet long, all the processes are 
clearly shown. At the further end of t e same hall stands a 
huge eel pot of wicker work. Going toward the aquaria! grotto 
we pass two huge whales of the species known as the ” An back " 
and the “ sulphur bottom." Between them stauds • full sized 
whale boat, with all Its equipment*. In the center of the grotto 
there Is a huge pillar of atone, around which are grouped small 
aquaria containing living Ash. From the roof hang long stalac¬ 
tites. Picturesquely arranged behind openings lu the rocks are 
paintings representing the palaces and gardens of Naplea The 
artist has placed the observer In the rocky cavern of an Imaginary 
Island In the bay of Naplea. and gives him a glimpse of the city 
from many aides. The effect la considerable, and this charming 
panorama Is certainly one of the attractions of the exhibition. 
Hera and there In the walla of the cavern are set large aquaria. 
Ailed with the Ashes of Germany and Russia. Suspended from 
the roof In one of the entrances hangs an enormous pike, fully aa 
long aa a whale and almost as large. A golden collar, bearing 
an Inscription In Greek characters, Is clasped round IhU strange 
flsh’a throat Looking for an explanation of this monster of 
tin and paint the eye real* on an old painting hung on the nstgb- 
horing wall. It represents the same Ash on the-surface of the 
water. Above blm. In old German characters, are the words: 
“I an the Ash that waa thrown tnto this lake by Frederic, the 
ruler of.the world. In the year U90." Undarneatb U a poem 
which says that after 250 years' sojourn In the lake this Hah had 
grown to the Immense proportions represented. Outside the 
grotto, lu the open air, there It a pond with a small Island In the 
middle. Moored under the tree* are a numher of curious boats, 
snd In the water a multitude of Ash swimming lazily shout,

Editor Chicaoo Field:— As a rule, Ashing expeditions in 
this state, are unattended with perilous adventures, though, like 
all rules, this oue Is subject to some exceptions, as the following 
narrative will show. 

A few years ago Colonel George F. Akers, F. Furman, C. K. 
Hillman, and Andrew C. Duncan (deceased) left Nashville on a 
camp Ashing to the mouth of Shoal creek, where It empties Into 
the Tennessee river near the foot of " Mussel Shoals." The 
creek and the river at this particular point, being noted for their 
abundance of bass, Jack, and black perch. It Is at thla place 
that all small Ashing la discarded, and DOthlng but heavy tackle 
and big minnows tolerated. After pitching camp, and getting 
things put In sporting order, the work began, bnt unfortunately 
the water In neither creek nor river waa In Hrat-claa* condition, 
late rains having not only muddled the streams, hut caused a 
considerable freshet ; the consequence wsa that the sport at Arst 
was rather poor, necessitating frequent changes In position, and 
that unpleasant restlessness, which every angler under the same 
circumstances Is familiar with. They had procured the 
services of several expert canoemen to paddle them out Into the 
rapids aud up the winding creek, but so far had no occasion for 
their services. While Ashing Just at the mouth of the stream, In 
the midst of a dense foreet,whera a deathly silence prevailed, save 
the murmuring of the angry river, and the shrill shriek of a soli¬ 
tary bird, the startling sounds of 44 Halpl help I help I” fell upon 
their ears. What waa to be done, and bow to do It,was the problem 
to be solved. How to get up the raplda 1 waa the Bret question. 
No canoe could llva In their turbulent waters, and yet the scene 
of danger waa Just above them, and apparently no means of reach¬ 
ing It except by water. One of the brave fellows jumped lo his 
canoe and made the effort, bnt It waa In vain. He then deter¬ 
mined to follow the bank of the stream. If possible, and thus 
reach the party In dlstraas. Two or three others of tha party fol 
lowed suit, and after a desperate straggle through a perfect net 
work of vines and undergrowth, urged on at each step by the 
awful cries “For God’*sake, help,'they leeched a point Irora which 
the voice* came more and more distinct, and there they turned 
rlverward. What was their cAagrta to ace the object of their search 
a long Oat-bottomed boat containing some six or eight persons, 
apparently lodged In come willow* growing on a smell Island In 
the middle of tha stream, and at leaat flfty yards eway from 
them. Bed they been lodged a* dial suspected, matters would 
not have looked *0 badly, bnt the poor follows bed by chance, a* 
the boat we* rushing headlong down the stream end to certain 
destruction, eel led * few overhanging branch** and by 
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most exertions had checked the speed ot their Teasel, bat It was 
etl the; could do to hold their own; the sight was blood-curdling, 
all the more so aa at the distance sway no assistance could be 
rendered; the relleTing party were all the more horrlfled when 
they recognised on board old friends, among them Colonel A. W. 
Johnson. Every word of encouragement within their vocabulary 
was spoken, while the more practical of the party held a council, 
and decided that the only certain way of eavlng them was to 
make for the bead of the rapids, procure all the low jinn they 
could from the craft and boatmen In the vicinity, make fast one 
end to a well-grown tree and allow the other to float down to the 
terrilled party in the boat. This took a long while; the Hues 
were ultimately procured, spliced together, and after one 
or two unsuccessful attempts, were made llrmly fast to the 
shore, and the boat and the party saved from a watery grave. 
Never were rescued people more thankful to their Maker, and 
more grateful to tbelr friends, than were those on board. 

Once on terra Jlrma Col. Johnson stated, that having no Idea 
of the extent of the freshet and never dreaming ot any danger 
following, he and bis companions had chartered the boat at De¬ 
catur, Intending to float slowly along with the current, Ashing 
and amusing themselves, until nearing the shoals where they 
would stop, tie up their craft, and await a better condition of 
the water ; but as luck would have It, the host got Into an eddy, 
became unmanageable and the Drat thing they knew they were 
In the torrent; be was arranging his tickle never thinking that 
there was anything wrong going on, aod was only aroused to 
the sense of his peril, by the fearful speed at which they were 
going and the constant bumping of the boat’s bottom against 
the thousands of rocks and boulders which form the rapids. 

As a matter of course this adventure broke up the expedition 
of both parties; tbelr nervous systems having been too highly 
wrought to settle down to the peaceable vocation of old Sir Izaak 
they went back to the camp of Col. Akers, where, after a good 
supper they retired to dream of their narrow escape and awoke 
but little refreshed While Jogging along over a dusty road 
with a hot sun beating down upon them, they came to a mag¬ 
nificent spring, l he sparkling Icy cold waters of which, drew forth 
the expression of regret, that there was not In the party a little 
of the Spirits of Lincoln to mix with them. Just then the old 
Colonel read in the countenance of each of his fellow-travelers 
more than tbelr words had expressed, what was wanted, and 
duly remarked: “Gentlemen, whenever I leave home Mrs. J. 
never falls to put a flask In ray sache) In case of sh kness, and 
If In the nearly accomplished eatiutrophr ot yesterday, no harm 
befell It, It should be there now.” Never did hungry mortals go 
for a loaf more ravenously thau did these gents for the sachet, 
and there they found the flask untouched. Such Joy at the find¬ 
ing, the smacking of tbelr lips could have amply testified. In 
lactone of the most grateful of the parly said that he would be 
willing to aid In the rescue of a distressed party every day In the 
year If he could be recompensed In so glorious a manner. 

Col. Johnson has now reached the ripe old age of eighty-Blx 
and Is In a grand state of preservation, but he says he never was 
as near death as on this memorable occasion.

then he found a jack which bad swallowed the baas head first, Its 
dorsal fln sticking In his throat In his effort to get away, and 
thus Was captured; the jack weighed nine and one-half pounds. 
No one else of the party having so good a report to make, 
nothing more was said during the remainder of the ride. 

At last they reached the tavern, where they ffound an abund¬ 
ance of “ spirit! ferment! ” to while away the hours, until the 
train for Nashville came along. I fear tiring the reader by 
telling too many of the yarns they spun, so 1 will finish with 
one gentleman’s. He said: “You may talk about brook trout, 
salmon, striped bass, or grayling, but In 8outh Harpeth a bass 
was caught which for pluck and endurance surpassed them 
all; It took all day to catch her, twenty-six times was she pulled 
out of the water, sometimes as much as ten feet, but she always 
got away; at last reels, silk lines, gut snells aod bamboo rods 
were put aside and a country boy was called In to try hlB tackle 
and luck. Joe Smith came and when he did, he had a rod line, 
and hook apparently large enough to capture a whale; said he:

Joe said “ be was bound 
to have the mate ef he bad to drag a seine for It” Alter that 
and one more glass the party retired, delighted at having been 
able to have such an adventure to enter on their log. 

Climax. 

Doings at the Spring Meeting of the Herman Fishery 
Association. 

In April the German Fishery Association held a Spring sea 
slon at Berlin, and some of Its proceedings are noticed In our 
namesake, “The Field, the country genLleineu’s newspaper ” of 
England, for May, as follows: 

“This association Is, to all appearance, moving In the right 
direction to secure an Improvement In the streams and rivers of 
Germany, especially to secure some consideration for manufac¬ 
turers for the fish still In them and to replace those which 
have been driven sway or ’ manufactured ’ to death. The pres¬ 
ident of the association stated, for Instance, that In the year 
1878 the association has bought and distributed six and one-half 
millions of fry, and last year live and three-fourths millions had 
l»en placed In the rivers of Germany. Most of this had been 
bred In the Fatherland, hut much hsd come from America, and 
some even from China. The whole of the streams In North 
Germany have i sen supplied with the beaola (.Sefmo ttarmnda), 
and bad It not been for the severe frost In December, four mil¬ 
lions more would have been distributed. Beaola eggs aod L’ore 
ponus haerii had also been sent to Lake Meg glare, In Italy, where 
the fish produced from them were thriving. The association, It 
may be added, was started ten years ago with 100 members. It 
now numbers 800. Altogether (he report was encouraging, aod 
showed that this association Is doing the state some service. 
The Germans are too apt to want the government to do every¬ 
thing for them, from managing railways to catching trout; but 
In this Instance they are going contrary to their general princi¬ 
ples" 


Collar fur Rods and Fins for BalL 

Bkuhswulrr Cheer , Wis. 

Editor Omasoo Field: —Looking over the Cmicaoo Fiblp 
of April Hi, I noticed an article on red cedar trout rods. I had 
been thinking about making ooe, only making It out of white 
cedar, as there Is no red cedar here. So I took my ax, started 
out, cut a dry oedar tree, cut off the butt ten feet long, split It 
and got out a piece two Inches square, free from knots, which I 
shaved down to the required size. Then I cut an Ironwood, and 
got a nice straight piece of the butt three feet long and worked 
It down. I then took a piece of wax end and bound Ironwood 
and cedar together, cutting down the two ends each one half on 
a gradual Incline, and after that was done I had a trout-rod hard 
to beat I concluded to try It. 

1 got a piece of fat pork for bait, and a sUk Une and Limerick 
hook that I bad left over from last year. I went down to the 
rapids aod caught ten nice trout, and then I swore “by the 
powers of mud ” It was the nicest rod ever male. Just think; a 
floe rod made from the trees standing, aod ten flsb, In two hours 
and a half. But then you know that folks say: " Give a Yankee 
a saw, an ax and an auger and plenty of wood, and he can make 
anything.’’ But I expect some "blood" will rise up and say: 
“ Pot-hunter!” but then I only used the fat pork to catch the first 
fish with, after which I cut out the two lower fins and put them 
on, and I defy any man to And a better trout halt for Northern 
Wisconsin. Cut the fins out so that they will be joined together 
by the skin between them: put the hook through tbat,and when In 
the water the flue will keep In motion and resemble a very bright 
colored butterfly; but It takes the trout every time, all the year 
r °und. M. W. M. 

Re-Mocking Trout Streams. 

Rochester, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Mauy parties In attempting to re¬ 
stock streams with trout have the Impression that If they put a 
few thousand In heir stream one season that the work Is done. 
It Is folly to suppose that a stream which has been fished for 
years, and thousands of fish taken therefrom every year, can be 
re-stocked so quickly; the work should be followed up, and the 
flsb protected during tbelr spawning season, and In the course of 
a few years they will regain their former prolifleness. 

It Is much easier to stock a stream than to raise flsh In ponds, 
because the young flsh will care for themselves better than any 
one can care for them, and If they are protected from danger until 
they are forty-live days old they are tolerably able to look out for 
themselves. 

In stocking a stream the young flsh should be placed In the 
small spring rivulets one and two feet wide that feed the main 
stream. Aa they increase In size they will gradually settle down 
stream and will run up again to the head waters In Fall and Win¬ 
ter to spawn. 

When the young flsh are placed In the stream they should be 
distributed along In small quantities a few rods apart so they will 
all And food, as the little fellows are local In tbelr habits, and 
will remain within a few feet of where they are placed, for some 
tlme - Seth Green. 

Fort Dodge, Iowa, May 5.— This Is the season of Buffalo 
fishing. They are being caught by thousands In all the lakes 
around, with shovels, pitchforks, etc., during their annual three 
days’ run, when for sums cause unknown they seem determined 
to come on land; afterward the survivors retire to deepwater 
and are seen no more for a year.
